Television Is 
Actors’ Hope 


Radio Corp. vice-president 
predicts for The Billboard 
—+tests are successful 


NEW YORK, May 24.—Tho scientists 
agree that the commercialization of 
television will take another five years, 
Dr. E. F. W. Alexanderson’s recent 
public demonstration of the possibilities 
of television in Schenectady has led 
Broadway producers and Hollywood 
talkie magnates to scramble for tele- 
vision rights. 

Dr. Alexanderson’s exhibit in Schenec- 
tady showed a tremendous improvement 
over his previous demonstrations in St. 
Louis, where he showed an image on & 
three-inch screen, and at Madison 
Square Gardens, where he projected an 
image 14 inches square. The Schenec- 
tady screen was 36 feet square. Only the 
heads and shoulders of the absent per- 
formers were visible. The color of the 
screen was a hazy green. Definition in 
the center was about as sharp as a fair 
newspaper cut; toward the margins the 
image faded, At times the detai] was 
surprisingly sharp. The sheen of glossy 
blond hair, the outline of teeth, the 
opening and shutting of eyes, the reflec- 
tion of light on a performer’s eyeglasses 
and the movement of fingers could be 
detected without difficulty. 

Dr. Alexanderson predicted that mo- 
tion picture houses would soon be 
equipped to give short television acts and 
news programs showing football games, 
prize fights and other happenings of 
gy interest while they are taking 
place. 

Dr. A. N. Goldsmith, vice-president in 
charge of engineering of the RCA, told a 
representative of The Billboard that 
commercial television will require the 
services of many thousands of enter- 
tainers if one is to Judge by present-day 
broadcasting figures, which show that in 
the case of the National Broadcasting 
Company a minimum of 5,640 hours a 
year are broadcast, requiring the talents 
of 260,000 persons a year. When com- 
merclalized, according to Dr. Goldsmith, 
‘elevision will be supplied directly to the 
home on request of the local telephone 
‘switchboard operator from a trunk line 
from the central studio serving the area. 
A wide selection of entertainment will be 
purveyed. If one is in the mood for a 
Play, a musical comedy. a clever tight- 
rope act or what the President has to say 
for himself on the White House steps, 
one will have only to tell the operator 
one’s choice.

To Win Them 


CHICAGO, May 26.—While 
pictures have taken the public by storm, 
theaters all over the country report a 
loss in juvenile patronage—that is the 
kids who formerly flocked to theaters on 
Friday afternoons, Saturdays and Sun- 
days and on any holiday when a few 
hours’ time from studies would permit. 
This shortage is attributed to talking 
pictures. 

Youngsters, it is said, are not able to 
follow the stories as well in talking pic- 
tures as they were in silent pictures 
with their explanatory titles. Then, 
too, the majority of the stories given 
to the screen since the advent of talk 


have been a little too sophisticated fo 
the average youngster. The lack of fast

It was moved that a five per cent 
agents’ fee be established to apply to all 
actors regardless of salary amount, but 
this was vigorously downed by a majority 
vote. 

Paul Turner spoke on the agents’ ques- 
tion and pointed out that the Council 
had gone deeply into the entire question 
before bringing it to the attention of the 
actors” body. The measure was then put 
before the meeting for approval or re- 
jection and was passed unanimously. 


Up to a midway point in the meeting 
no discussion of the Equity Hollywood 
question arose, and there was no men- 
tion of Ethel Barrymore, whose name was 
dropped from the ballot at this election 
following differences with Equity officials 
during the Hollywood episode last year 

The treasurer’s report showed a net 
total cost of the Hollywood strike to be 
$53,477.89. Total contributions toward 
the strike were $41,608.91 Total dis 
bursements from Equity treasury were 
$53,393.51, leaving a balance of $10, 
854.24.

NEW YORK, May 26.—The Erlanger Theatrical Enterprises, controlling by 
lease or outright ownership some 50 theaters thruout the country, and with direct 
booking privileges in approximately 500 of the nation’s theaters, this week made 


the first step toward the production of 


talking pictures. A corporation known 


as Erlanger Productions, Inc., was granted a New York State charter for motion 


picture production and the Erlanger ex- 
ecutives are formulating elaborate plans 
to offer stiff competition to the movie 
producers in both the legitimate and 
motion picture fields. 


Erlanger Productions, Inc., is incor- 
porated for 1,000 shares of one-class stock 
without par value, and five directors 
have been temporarily named: Mitchell 
L. _ Saul J. Baron; Milando 
Pratt, Jr.; Walter J. Keeley and Aaron 
Lipper. The firm will operate in legiti- 
mate, television, radio and motion pic- 
ture entertainment and the move to 
sign stars, authors, directors and crafts- 
men is already under way. It is expected 
that studios will be leased in the East 
and that motion picture versions of Er- 
langer productions will be filmed 
simultaneously with the legitimate show- 
ing on Broadway. 

Arthur Hammerstein, Florenz Ziegfeld, 
Charles Dillingham and George C. Tyler 
are reported in line with the Erlanger 
interests in the production of both stage 
and screen entertainment. It is pessible 
that Parl Caroll and other stage pro- 
ducers will join in the move to control 
picture versions of legitimate attractions. 

The Erlanger interests have negotiated 
with George Arliss to return to Broad- 
Way next season under their manage- 
ment, and the actor is reported plan- 
ning to appear in a new play by John 
Galsworthy, which will probably be con- 
verted into a picture following the 
Broadway run. Many other stars are 
considering an Erlanger tieup. 

Florenz Ziegfeld, who is surveying the 
motion picture field in Hollywood, is re- 
ported to have unlimited backing for 
legitimate or picture productions from 
Edward F Hutton, multimillionaire 
stockbroker Ziegfeld, however, has 
made no definite announcement regard- 
ing his future plans, altho it is reported 
that his visit to the Coast included sev- 
eral conferences with William Randolph

Wm. Brady Protests Vestal Bill 


NEW YORK, May 24—William A. 
Brady, Broadway producer, objecting be- 
fore the House Patents Committee to 
the Vestal bill, which would consolidate 
existing copyright acts, charged motion 
picture, radio and television interests 
with being “in the woodpile behind the 
measure,” stating that the bill, which 
would retain for the author control of 
all rights to his work, had been written 
by Louis E. Swarts, legal counsel for 
the Famous Players-Lasky Corporation.

Equity Ends 
Agents’ Row 


Tron out difficulties — 
peace between factions to 
provide employment 


NEW YORK, May 24.—A final confer- 
ence today between Frank Gillmore. 
president of Actors’ Equity Association, 
and Julius Kendler, attorney, represent- 
ing independent, agents, resulted in an 
agreement between the agents and 
Equity that has only to be formally an- 
nounced at the Equity election meeting 
at the Astor Hotel Monday. 

The chief difficulty in the way of the 
Equity-Agents’ compromise, which was 
finally ironed out, was in regard to 
agents known as “personal representa- 
tives” holding long-term contracts with 
players. Equity has agreed that its 
members under contract to personal 
representatives may lower their salaries 
at any time to the extent of 50 per cent 
if necessary, whereas formerly the repre- 
sentative was forced to guarantee the 
player a salary for 20 weeks during each 
year at an amount specified as his 
average salary per week for the three 
years prior to signing an agreement with 
the representative. Equity permission 
for such salary cuts can now be obtained 
by members. 

Regular agents formerly allowed 5 per 
cent on 10 weeks of the actors’ salary 
will now be allowed 5 per cent for the 
run of the play, provided they render 
“special employment representation”, 
and must fulfill the following condi- 
tions 

(1) Maintain an office in the theat- 
rical district which may be utilized by 
the actor as a mailing address, etc. 
(2) The agent or an employee of the 
agent must personally accompany the 
actor in negotiating business with a 
manager. (3) The agent must handle 
the actors’ publicity and advertising and 
appear at any arbitrations between the 
managers and actors. In general, to 
render special services to justify a 5 per 
cent commission for the run of the play. 

The Equity compromise with the 
agents is expected to relieve the present 
unemployment situation and to provide 
picture work for many actors during the 
off-season on Broadway Agents ex- 
pected to co-operate with Equity in the 
future are Louis Shurr, Lyons & Lyons, 
Jenie Jacobs, Ralph Farnum, M. S&S. 
Bentham, William O’Reilly, Max Hart, 
Harry Bestry and others 

The Special Personal Representatives’ 
clauses in the new agreement between 
Equity and the agents will cover only 
such players who earn salaries of $125 or 
more per week.

NEW YORK, May 24.—Chester Erskin, 
youthful director of Harlem and The 
Last Mile, who was recently added to the 
staff of Charles Frchman, Inc., as co- 
producer with Gilbert Miller, is actively 


engaged in plans for next season 
Erskin, who has _ revolutionary ideas 
about the theater, is working simul- 


taneously with authors and scene design- 
ers. 

Four playwrights, a number said to 
include Moss Hart, author of Once in a 
Lifetime, which Sam Harris is producing, 
are engaged in carrying out Erskin’s 
ideas, and altho no definite announce- 
ment has been made as to the Erskin 
attractions for next season, he is known 
to have purchased one play entitled 
Heavy Date, which will be brought to 
Broadway early in the fall. 

Interviewed this week by a representa- 
tive of The Billboard, Erskin expressed 
disapproval of the current rumor that he 
is backed financially by Paramount to 
produce plays suited to the screen. “I 
hope all my plays will be sold for pic- 
tures,” said Erskin, “but I am primarily 
producing for the theater. Selling a play 
for pictures means more income, but the 
theater is an art. Fortunately, it is a 
commercialized art. It makes lots of 
money. 

“I have four playwrights working with 
me now,” he continued, “and they are 
all young. They have done things in the 
theater. Perhaps just one thing that 
showed their ability.” | 

Erskin believes that too many plays 
are written on a purely speculative basis 
and that producers and authors should 
work out their theatrical problems to- 
gether. He includes the scene designer 
in this group, which is akin to a theat- 
rical studio. 

When asked about the sort of plays 
that appeal to him most the young pro- 
ducer declared a preference for plays 
with plenty of action. “But they must 
have an idea,” he said. “I like plays 
that advance an argument—a theme, I 
suppose.”

The Play Is in Two Acts. The Action Takes 
Place in Zacheus Freeman's Tavern. 


The Tavern, a revival of the burlesque 
melodrama concocted from Cora Dick 
Gantt’s play, must have been immensely 
funny when it was produced on Broad- 
wav 10 long years ago. At the moment 
it appears in the glaring light of present- 
day theatrical standards as a vastly in- 
ferior piece of spoofing, which without 
the presence of George M. Cohan would 
be a whale of a bore. Even with George 
M. Cohan it is labored, and the laugh- 
making machine creaks thruout each of 
the play’s two acts of ponderously at- 
tempted levity. 

The scene is the main room of Zacheus 
Freeman's Tavern, and there is consider- 
able excitement over the circumstance 
that the tavern-keeper’s son has seen 
the shadow of a man on the wood- 
shed wall. Investigation brings forth 
two mysterious strangers, a woman who 
is under the impression that every man 
she sees is her seducer and a man who 
will not tell who he is. The raging 
storm outside brings the Governor of 
the State, his wife, daughter and future 
son-in-law into the Tavern. The party 
has been robbed en route, and passing 
events revea) that the sheriff did the 
deed. The play's close points out that 
the mysterious woman has escaped from 
an asylum, and that the man is also 
mad—on the subject of the drama of 
life, 

M. Cohan appears as the mys- 
terious vagabond. He is self possessed. 


He makes faces. He sings, He dances. 
In fact he is vaguely like Sir Harry 
Lauder after the American manner. His 
acting is finished and smooth, but like 
the hired man in the play itself I won- 
dered, “What's all the shootin’ for?” 
The surrounding players are capable, 
especially Mary Philips as the mysterious 
woman. Her performance is shrewd and 
finished. Joseph Allen appears with fine 
effect in his original role of the hired

There 
is @ lot of mistaken identity going on in 
general, and the actions involve the 
bachelors, the little Blair, Charlie Mcrse, 
the real neice and a friend of hers, a 
farce-comedy janitor, and, of course, 4 
policeman. 

The tangle is finally untangled, with 
the bachelor discovering tnat the little 
wiair is not his niece. This is a happy 
circumstance, since he has fallen in love 
with her. The real niece gets Charlie 
Morse, and Mama and Papa Blair return 
from wherever it was they were going. 
It all ends happily enough,,but happiness 
in general would be more complete if it 
had never begun. 

Dorothea Chard appears in the role of 


Jane Blair, and certainly deserves a 
better opportunity to display her ability. 
She has rather an amusing touch and 
a decided flair for getting humor out of 
situations that are really none _ too 
humorous. Gertrude Fowler is most 
effective as Mama Blair, and Gordon 


Richards is pleasing as the less important 
bachelor. George Dill does very well as 
the central bachelor, Betty Lancaster is 
personable as the real niece, and the 
Charlie Morse, played by Allen Connor, is 
effective.

ress Men 


in Vaude. 


Circuit acts and shows will be covered intensely in cam- 
paign starting shortly—training will facilitate promo- 
tions—im portant step toward better exploitation results 


NEW YORK, May 26.—Beginning some time this week or the next, vaudeville 
on the RKO Circuit, especially in this district, will receive more intensive coverage 
from the home publicity and exploitation offices than ever before in its history. 
The concentrated drive to educate the personne] of the departments in as many 


acts as possible playing the circuit 
plans to bring vaude. back to its former 
high standard. 

The aim of the drive is also to have 
the records of the publicity exploita- 
tion and photo and press bureaus com- 
plete on exploitation and publicity pos- 
sibilities, billing, personnel, settings, etc., 
of each act—and to make it possible for 
Brown to elevate men right in the or- 
ganization to higher positions instead of 
bringing in outsiders. According to 
Brown's viewpoint, there were few men 
in the departments heretofore given the 
opportunity to study vaude. in detail, 
therefore making their promotion dif- 
ficult. 

At a meeting held last Thursday, pre- 
sided over by Mark A. Luescher and at- 
tended by every important member of 
the three offices, plans for the campaign 
were discussed and drawn up. The out- 
come was that the number of men to 
cover acts was more than doubled; a 
new system was decided upon for the 
assigning of the men to cover shows, and 
two questionnaire forms drawn up for 
both the reviewers and the acts to fill 
out 

The form to be filled out by the mem- 
bers of the departments is of a general 
nature It contains queries on the 
number of people in the act, type of act. 
present billing. better billing suggestions, 
exploitation and publicity suggestions, 
and setting. The answers will be com- 
pared with the record that was provided 
by the act or its agent and already on 
file. Changes, if any, will be made for 
the better 

The query sheet to be answered by the 
act will be mailed to every house man- 
ager on the circuit, who will be asked to 

have the acts on his bills fill them out, if 
they had not already done so at another 
und mail to the h. o. They will 
be kept on jfile, as will the forms filled 
out by the staff 

A committee of four, composed of 
members of the publicity, exploitation, 
photo and information departments 
will meet once each week and decide 
upon 30 shows to be covered for new and 
exploitable acts the week following 
Pete Herman, contact man between the 
departments and the booking floor, is a 
member of that committee, and will 
provide the necessary booking informa- 
tion. The list of shows will be turned 
over to Luescher, John Pollock and Floyd 
Scott, who will assign themselves and 
staff members to the shows in newspaper 
style. Each man, there are 15 of them, 
will be compelled to cever two shows a 
week 

Altho going to a show with the ex- 
press purpose of catching only one or 
two acts, the reviewer will have to fill 
out a questionnaire on every act on the 
bill. Net until an act has been caught 
by four or five different reviewers, and 
their opinions recorded, will that act be 
eliminated from the check-up campaign

HE Negro artiste has contributed to the vaudeville field. His in- 

fectious humor, natural sense of rhythm and tantalizingly skillful 

feet have been the high spots of many a show that would other- 
wise have been sadly lacking in the refreshing quality that must always 
be associated with vaudeville. The Negro needs the kindly indulgence 
of those who hold the reins of the vaudeville business far more than 
they need him. This point should be borne in mind by the leaders of 
the race that has fought a courageous battle for recognition since its 
forbears were released from sovul-and-body slavery. 


Of late, RKO has experienced much difficulty with certain Negro acts. 
The circuit has thus far handled the situation with the utmost diplomacy 
and liberal-mindedness. The acts referred to have got themselves into 
all kinds of difficulties, borrowing money recklessly, flopping on dates, with 
little or no consideration given the circuit that is largely responsible for 
their high standing in the profession, and making nuisances of themselves 
in divers other respects. The result is that RKO is weighing the possi- 
bility of barring Negro turns altogether from its books. 


RKO cannot be accused of harboring racial prejudice. Its identifi- 
cation with theater operating in all parts of the country makes such an 
attitude well-nigh impossible. The writer certainly is. not prejudiced 
against Negro artistes. But he sees clearly RKO's point of view, and feels 
with the circuit's officials that some curb must be placed against artistes 
—hbe they white or black—that are made unmanageable by the dizzy ride 
material success gives them. 


The Negro problem is not one that has to be solved by RKO or any 
other circuit approaching the natter with the fairness that it has thus 
far displayed, It is one that must be worked out by the Negroes them- 
selves. The race has its leaders, and among these are men whose minds 
are not clouded by partisan feeling. It is up to them to whip the bad 
boys into line, and they can do it While it is not politic to mention 
names in this treatment of the matter, the Negro leaders can secure these 
from the proper officials in the RKO office. Perhaps they know them 
already. If,they don't act fast and with a display of good sense, the whole 
mass of Negro artistes will be irreparably injured. 


Oscar A. Doob is head of Loew's publicity and advertising forces. 

And we want the 
world to know it, because such men as he should be encouraged. Not that 
Doob needs encouragement, but the influence on others may be beneficial.

Loew Lets 
Out Keating 


Magician’s time canceled 
because he was late for re- 
hearsals—circuit suing 


NEW YORK, May 24.—Fred Keating. 
magician and m. c., took it on the chin 
from Loew last Saturday when he ap- 
peared late for an early morning re- 
hearsal at Loew's, Jersey City de luxer 
Starred in the presentation, Varieties, 
Keating was canceled for the remaining 
Six weeks the unit still had to play 
hoving been with it since its opening at 
the Capitol here four weeks ago 

His lateness at Jersey City was not 
his first transgression, and that is where 
the trouble lies. According to Louis K 
Sidney, head of the production depart- 
ment, Keating had appeared late to per- 
formances twice at the King, Brooklyn 
and four times at the Valencia, Jamaica 
all times forcing the stage manager with 
the unit, Harry Wise, to hold up the 
shows until he arrived. After his last 
sin at the Valencia Keating was haled 
before Major J. 9. Donovan, legal arbi- 
trator of the Joint Complaint Bureau 
and was told to come late no more or 
suffer a cancellation of contract. 

At the completion of the last per- 
formance at the Valencia Keating was 
instructed by Wise to be at the Jersey 
City house the next morning at 9 o'clock 
for rehearsal This, despite the fact 
that Keating had nothing to rehearse 
A marvelous illusionist, with his strong- 
est trick a quick exit from a heavily 
bound trunk, Keating could not tear 
himself from between the bedsheets that 
fateful morning. He arrived at the 
Jersey City late—30 minutes, according 
to him, and about two hours, according 
to the Loew office—and found Rich) 
Craig, Jr.. in his place. Keating called 
the Loew Office, Sidney. and Marvin 
Schenck, but they only confirmed the 
cancellation and would not rescind 
despite his excuses. They told Keating 
they could no longer trust him to come 


early. 
In getting Craig to take Keating's 
berth on such short notice the Loew 


office must have also gone in for magic 
Keating is still wondering about the 
speedy switch and would like to hire 
the person responsible as a_ second 
assistant. 

On top of the cancellation Keating 
has been served with a summons in 4 
suit against him by Loew for $5,000 
which its for the salary he would have 
received had he completed his contract 
and for expenses entailed in making 
trailers, three-sheets, etc., which are 
useless to Loew now that he is out of 
the unit. Sidney claims the suit | 
more to teach Keating to henceforth re- 
spect a Loew contract than for the 
money involved. A little more than 
$100 was held out of Keating's salary #! 
the Valencia date for coming late 


Keating was in the unit under 4 
contract of 10 weeks at %750 Altho 
taking no legal steps himself, he wishes 
to dispel the Loew impression that | 
was he who wished to break the contrac! 
and came late with that result in view 
He insists his tardiness—which, accord- 
ing to him, was on only three occasion’ 

-was unavoidable at all times

apologies for and to the Loew officials 
Keating is preparing to take step’ 
against Joe and Pete Michon and Richy 
Craig for using what he claims 1s his 
material.

Brown eases out Godfrey and makes former Interstate 
booker head of sixth floor—Piazza humbled by move—

NEW YORK, May 24.—George A. Godfrey is out as chief RKO booker.

was. These are the out- 


standing changes effected this week (Wednesday) by President Hiram £&. Brown in 


a renewed effort to put vaudeville on the 
nap, and for no other reason, as Brown 
himself vouchsafed. Thus comes to an 
end the booking triumvirate of RKO, 
which had been running the sixth fioor 
since Godfrey relinquished the post that 
has come by a devious route to Freeman. 

The official announcement issued in 
regard to this, the most important book- 
ing shakeup engineered by Brown since 
he stepped into the administrative chair 
of RKO, reads: 

“Announcement was made yesterday 
(Wednesday) of the resignation of George 
A. Godfrey, head of the Eastern booking 
division of the Radio-Keith-Orpheum 
Corporation. Hiram S. Brown, president 
of RKO, also announced that Charles J. 
Freeman, who has been in charge of 
bookings for the Western and Southern 
divisions of the circuit, has been ap- 
pointed general booking manager, and 
has been placed in full charge of the 
RKO Vaudeville Booking Department. 

“Godfrey will remain with the organi- 
zation in a capacity to be announced 
iater.” 

In explaining the long-rumored holo- 
caust among the circuit’s booking of- 
ficials, Brown made it plain that he as- 
sumes full responsibility for the move. 
He is not yet satisfied with the progress 
made by his administration in bringing 
vaudevilie back to its. former place of 
importance; he will continue to make 
personal switches and institute other 
measures that he deems constructive in 
his efforts to give vaudeville the play it 
deserves. " 

Brown has made a careful study of the 
situation, and is now determined more 
than ever before that it is good business 
to foster vaudeville; that it is better 
business to bring vaudeville back in 
favor, and quickly. The RKO president 
is also determined that intact shows 
shall hold sway all over the circuit, with 
no house or group of houses regarded as 
exceptions. 

To quote Brown: “Vaudeville belongs 
on the stages. I will leave no stone un- 
turned in my efforts to put it back in 
our houses. Spot booking is not prac- 
tical, and in the future will be resorted 
to only as an auxiliary to the booking 
of standard intact shows of three and 
fovr acts. By putting into op- 
eration a universal system of intact- 
show booking it will be possible to give 
acts and shows proper exploitation and 
publicity. Spot booking makes really 
efficient exploitaticn impossible, but with 
intact shows being used all over the 
circuit there should be no excuse at any 
time for managers failing to sell shows 
properly.” 

Godfrey slides out of his berth as East- 
ern booking head with the highest re- 
spect, froma every angle, of Brown and 
other ranking Officials of the circuit. 
Brown paid a singular tribute to God- 
frey by characterizing him as the “best 
two-a-day booker that has ever breathed.” 
From all appearances, RKO—for the 
present at least—is washed up with the 
icea of trying to foist straight vaude- 
ville on its houses. This point alone, ac- 
cording to Brown, is responsible for Free- 
man's rapid rise of late and Godfrey's 
fadeout as a major factor in the activity 
of the sixth floor. 


An interesting (and from one point 
of view discouraging) aspect of Wednes. 
day's momentous events on the RKO 
floor is that no mention was made of 
Piazza in the official announcement. It 
was the importation of Piazza from Chi- 
cago that made it mathematically possi- 
ble to create a booking triumvirate con- 
sisting of himself, Godfrey and Freeman, 
Piazza has been acting as general busi- 
ness maneger of the vaudeville booking 
department Brown would not discuss 
his present status outside of reassuring 
a reporter cf The Billboard that he is 
still with the organization, and under 
the direct supervision of Freeman 

Piazza will either remain here or re- 
turn to Chicago as head of the circuit's 
rapidly growing office’ there Billy 
«Diamond is now in charge of local book-e 


ings out of the Middle West. In this 
capacity he has been working directly 
under the supervision of Piazza. Free- 
man stated that Piazza will remain as 
business executive of the sixth floor, 
dealing with agent-producer problems, 


and assisting him (Freeman) in nego- 


tiating with acts. 


Godfrey's personal angle on the sensa- 
tional development is discussed in 
another story :n this issue. While-Brown 
has been implediy aavised in making the 
personnel switches this week, the news 
came to everybody on the RKO floor as a 
complete surprise. For many months 
Godfrey has been the target of inept 
criticism. Wiseacres have been saying 
again and again that Gedfrey “is set to 
go,” but at all times such comment has 
been stoutly denied by Godfrey, Brown 
and others officially concerned with the 
conduct of the booking office’s affairs. 
Since there was nothing personal in 
Brown's latest sweeping order, it is not 
believed likely that the undermining 
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Godfrey on Leave of Absence; 


Highest Praise for Brown, RKO 


NEW YORK, May 26.—While George 
A. Godfrey was relieved of his post as 
Eastern booking head last week, he is 
still connected with the RKO organiza- 
tion. This comes at first hand from 
an official source and was backed up by 
Godfrey in an exclusive interview with 
a Billboard reporter at his home. He is 
on an indefinite leave of absence, and 
at present appears more concerned about 
getting away for a much-needed rest 
than the various angles involved in the 
latest upheaval, one of many instituted 
since the Brown regime came into being 
more than a year ago. 

After arranging personal matters here 
Godfrey will leave either for Bermuda 
or Hot Springs. He will be gone about 
four weeks. This will be the first real 
vacation he has had in four years. Most 
of this time Godfrey worked an average 
of 18 hours a day, and often this routine 
took in Sundays and holidays. The first 
time Godfrey was able to tear himself 
away from his desk for more than a 
day was more than two weeks ago (May 
8 and 9), when he spent two days in 
Atlantic City while the others were bat- 
tling for golf honors at the Westchester 
Biltmore Country Club 

Godfrey had the highest praise for 
President Brown as an administrator 
and a man. He indicated that he is 


still attached to the company, particu- 
larly to Brown, and that the RKO presi- 
dent, in turn, stated 


that he does not 


want Godfrey to divorce himself from 
RKO. On this account Godfrey has no 
definite plans for the future, altho it 


has long been reported on the street 
that other circuits are making him 
attractive offers. This he _ denies 
strenuously. 


Tontradicting the impression that he 
was not temperameNtally made up to 
get along with Charles J. Freeman, God- 
frey stated that he sincerely feels that 
if anybody can turn the trick (placing 
the vaudeville booking office on the 
standard set by Brow it is Freeman. 
Godfrey has the highest respect for 
Freeman's ability and is quite optimistic 
about RKO’s future under his (Free- 
man’s) administration of the sixth floor. 
As to himself, Godfrey summed up the 
situation thusly: “If I failed it wasn't 
because I didn't try.” 

Considering Godfrey's unusually high 
standing as a showman and vaudeville 
expert and the acknowledged scarcity of 
such men in the field, it is logical to 
assume that some place will be made 
for him in the RKO organization on his 
return to the city late in June. When 
interviewed in connection with last 
week's shakeup. Brown spoke more 
highly of Godfrey than he has yet 
spoken of any man. Brown has acquired 
the rep. of speaking straight from the 
shoulder and not making statements 
just to take up time. He is too busy a 
man for that. 
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Samuels-Blondell 
Follow Godfrey 


NEW YORK, May 26.—Despite Charles 
J. Freeman’s assurance early last week 
that there would be no meddling, at 
least for the present, with the booking 
staff, two of the oldest employees in 
point of service on the sixth floor, I R 
Samuels and Arthur Blondell, handed in 
their resignations on Friday. Were it 
not for Freeman’s statement on assum- 
ing his post, the trade would have been 
led to believe that Samuels and Blondell 
were ousted. but both veteran booking 
men told The Billboard that they re- 
signed 

It was conceivable that Samuels would 
resign in view of Godfrey’s leavetaking 
since of late most of his work has been 
in connection with acting as a personal 
aid to the deposed. Eastern booking 
head. Samuels was with the Keith-de- 
rived interests for more than 18 years, 
this service being interrupted but once—- 
in 1927—when he went out on his own 
as an agent. At one time Samuels 
booked most of the important big-time 
houses in and around New York. He 
did not have his own book in several 
years, devoting himself instead to gen- 
eral duties on the floor and scouting 
for new material. 

Blondell was with the circuit for 22 
years. He also served in various capaci- 
ties. Of late he has been signing up 
acts to optional contracts for the sixth 
floor. Early in the career of the short- 
lived triumvirate Blondell had his own 
book, but was put back on the scouting 
detail following one of the many house 
realignments that took place during the 
three-headed reign 

Both Blondell and Samuels are recog- 
nized as astute showmen and good 
judges of material. They were among 
the few that survived the Albee and 
Ford-Kennedy regimes. Plans are as yet 
uncertain, but it is likely that they will 
wind up as agents, tho each on his own 
hook. 


Past Performances 


GEORGE GODFREY has a thoro book- 
ing background. He started buying acts 
for the Orpheum houses under Frank 
Vincent, and when Max Gordon came 
in as general manager of Orpheum he re- 
mained on in charge of the Western cir- 
cuit’s books. He retired from the book- 
ing arena for a brief spell, during the 
Kennedy-Ford regime, joining Edward S. 
Keller in a Keith-franchised agency. 
When RKO was formed early in 1929 
Godfrey was called in by Hiram S 
Brown to head the entire booking floor, 
succeeding Edwin G. Lauder, Jr., son-in- 
law of E. F. Albee. Godfrey remained 
as booking head until November, 1929, 
being relieved then at what was said to 
be his own volition in order to take 
charge of the Eastern books under the 
triumvirate plan which brought Ben 
Piazza East tc become general business 
manager of the sixth floor. 


CHARLES J. FREEMAN was graduated 
from the St. John’s Manlius Military 
Academy and shortly later became a 
vaudeville reporter on a trade paper. His 
first booking connection was with the 
Simm & Heiman Circuit out of Chicago 
He was given the [Interstate Circuit 
column seven years ago, succeeding A 
E. Denman. He remained in that ca- 
pacity until November, 1929, when RKO 
took him into the organization and 
made him Western and Southern book- 
ing head. 


BEN PIAZZA, like Godfrey, also start- 
ed with the Orpheum Circuit. His first 
known job was as manager of the Or- 
pheum, New Orleans, switching shortly 
thereafter in the same capacity to the 
Orpheum, Los Angeles He was pro- 


moted to West Coast representative of 
the Orpheum interests, and when K-A-O 
came into being he was put in charge 
of the WVMA office in Chicago This 
post he held until summoned here last 
November for one of the three major 
berths on the sixth floor.

Pros, Cons 


On Baggage 
TTOA official derides 


those who don't file com- 
plaints with agencies 


NEW YORK, May 26.—An echo of loud 
squawks made recently by producers and 
performers as to their scenery and cos- 
tumes getting a terrible lacing at the 
hends of luggage haulers has come from 
an official of the Theatrical Transfer 
Owners’ Association. He countered with 
a stiff uppercut and hefty right by ex- 
plaining that the artistes and producers 
are doing a lot of useless whining and 
complaining, and that instead of crying 
on each other's shoulders when their 
props and effects are damaged they 
should broadcast their grief either to 
the officials of the TTOA, VMA or NVA. 

One producer has complained that 
four of his trunks have been badly 
mauled and knocked out of shape by 
one of the TTOA haulers Some of 
these transfer men employ but one man 
on a truck, he averred, and as a result 
the trunks aNd other stuff are dumped 
off the truck and carelessly tossed about 
instead of being lifted off with care 
Actors and producers are paying ex- 
orbitant rates as it is without having to 
worry whether their belongings are 
going to be knocked into a pulp, this 
producer complained. He characterized 
it as an “outrage” for the actor and 
producer to be at the mercy of men 
upon whom they can't rely to haul their 
stuff safely without damaging it. 

This selfsame producer was having it 
out hot and heavy with a TTOA hauler, 
whom he blamed for destroying a trunk, 
when a Billboard reporter was in the 
office. Producer handed transfer man 
a check, having deducted from bill what 
he thought. it would cost to repair the 
damage 

If the load warrants putting two men 
on a truck, it is done, a TTOA official 
pointed out He stressed that the 
haulers are cognizant of the fact that 
they are liable for any damage entailed, 


and in most cases they use their best 
judgment as to whether they can ade- 
quately handle the load. It wouldn't 


pay to keep two men on a truck if the 
load is light enough for one man to 
handle, the official added. 

“We are as desirous of retaining the 
actors’ and producers’ business as they 
are anxious for us to do their hauling,” 
stated the TTOA official. “We maintain 
our own judge and jury, and trials are 
held right in our headquarters. In the 
past we have settled many cases in 
favor of actors and involving hundreds 
of dollars. We want it stressed that 
any time members of our association 
have damaged baggage in course of 
transportation we want to hear about it 
so that an amicable settlement can be 
made.” 

It has been learned that in several in- 
stances where the luggage was injured ip 
railroad transit the TTOA has given the 
actor or producer the benefit of the 
doubt and made good the damage. 

In former years the actor would carry 
his effects in three or four trunks 
Now, it was said, he stuffs the whole 
works into one huge trunk, sometimes 
weighing as much as 250 pounds, to cut 
down expense. 

“He can’t be blamed for this,” said 
the official, “so it is up to the hauler to 
use his Judgment as to whether he cab 
singly handle the load so as not to 
cause any damage. He is held culpable 
for any injury.” 

Drivers are paid $10 a dag under the 
union scale. If two men are put-on 4 
truck to haul a load that brings the 
operator $10 or less he would soon have 
to fold up business. 

With the NVA and VMA working hand 
in hand with the TTOA for the protec- 
tion of actor and producer there should 
be no,squawking, the official said, for 
each is having plenty headaches due to 
the vaude. slump.

Musicians Gradually Finding 


Way Out of Talkie Dilemma 


“Squawkies” prove profitable to some, netting as high 
as $80 a day—many less talented brothers have dropped 
out of business—few made grade in “canned” field 


NEW YORK, May 26.—Many musicians who were knocked for the count by 
the squawkies have adjusted themselves to the situation by turning their hand 
to other endeavors which are netting them larger weekly stipends and keeping 


the wolf from the doors of the less capable ones. 


To the more proficient and 


talented ones the talkies came in the guise of a great blessing, for they are now 


drawing considerably more pay than 
when they ground out tunes in theater 
nite. 

There are still iegions lugging their 
instruments from place to place in quest 
of work—anything but playing in rear 
vards—and reaping enough shekels to 
keep body and soul intact. But the more 
fortunate ones who foresaw the coming 
of the ogre and swiftly turned their ey? 
to the study of synchronization in its 
various phases are now sitting pretty, 
erinding out music for the screen. 

These “effect men”, who know how far 
their music will record and to what ex- 
tremes they can go so as not to create 
microphonic cacophony, are receiving as 
high as $80 a day. The minimum scale 
is $10 an hour. They are in great de- 
mand, for they are specialists in their 
field. Others who are novices in this 
work are managing to eke out a living 
intermittently at movie studios. 

The musicians who got the lucky 
breaks in the talkie world may be counted 
on one hand, compared to the hordes 
who were left out in the ccld. But these 
are fast coming to the realization that 
without a knowledge of synchronization 
they might as well wrap their instru- 
ments in moth balls and forget they ever 
knew a musical note. 

Many have pocketed their pride, 
dropped the title of musician, and have 
gone in for salesmanship in the dyeing 
and cleaning business, peddling mer- 
chandise from door to door and other 
occupations. Many now lying idle, suck- 
ing their thumbs and praying for their 
services to be in demand soon, just 
about made the grade as pit grinders, and 
ever would have reached any great 
heights in their respective flelds.

buying department is functioning in the 
Same manner as it did the day William 


Fox bowed out. It is still) under the 
actual supervision of Jack Loeb, who 
is aSsisted as before by Phil Bloom and 


Jesse Kay. Practically the only change 
in the office took place two weeks ago 
when Jack Allen and his junior wing 
assistant, Ben Kuchuck, were released. 
As a result the barrier between the 
junior and senior wings has been wiped 
out, with all houses now being booked 
in one office and under Loeb. 

Loeb, whose title was changed from 
general booking manager to vice-presi 
dent aNd general manager of the 
Fanchon & Marco office in the East, is 
under Mike Marco, president, but so far 
ho situation hag arisen whereby Marco 
has had to shod his power. It was re- 
ported last week that every act booked 
would have to have a F. & M. contract 


This is denied by Loeb’s. depart- 
ment, with the statement that acts are 
not being furnished contracts unless 


they request them. Mike Marco, 
dentally, is on the Coast for an in- 
definite stay. He left three weeks ago, 
shortly after the former Fox Vaudeville 
Booking Office was given the Fanchon 
& Marco monicker. 

It was also reported that the booking 
Office is in the act of weeding out 
numerous agents useless to the office. If 
the present booking Officials have such 
a plan in mind it has not yet taken 
effect. Not issuing franchises to agents, 
it would be necessary for the Fox office 
to practically shut its doors to some of 
them in order to cut down on the 
amount of callers.

scandal mongers had any influence on 
the RKO president. 

For years the booker of the Interstate 
chain, Freeman was taken into the RKO 
organization earlier this season when the 
triumvirate was formed. “He is regarded 
by Brown and others as the smartest 
booker of pop. shows extant. Ever be- 
fore he was taken into the RKO organi- 
zation, Freeman was not temperament- 
ally suited to hit it off well with Godfrey. 
The widely contrasted booking ideas of 
the men, wccording to the account, have 
often been the cause of dissension. It 
was this factor, above all, that made for 
the professed failure of the triumvirate 
system. 

It came to the point finally where 
either Feeman or Godfrey had to go, ac- 
cording to report. Godfrey was forced 
to take the rap because present ten- 
dencies of the RKO booking floor, under 
the guidance of the higherups, are away 
from Godfrey’s idea of class shows and 
dovetailed into Freeman's forte, that of 
getting up cheaper shows suitable for 
intermediate houses all over the country. 

Godfrey leaves the RKO organization 
with the finest personal record yet 
achieved by any man connected with it 
thru the long years following down from 
B. F. Keith's domination of the circuit. 
Not at any time has there been the 
slightest suggestion of dishonesty, double- 
dealing or unfaithfulness, as applied to 
the erstwhile Orpheum Circuit booking 
boss. This is an achievement that is 
aimost incomparable in the vaudeville 
field. Brown stated that he has the 
highest regard for Godfrey, not only as 
a man, but as a booker. During God- 
frey’s lone domination of the sixth floor, 
Brown found no complaint with the ad- 
ministration of the department. There 
was not an appreciable improvement in 
efficiency during the reign of the God- 
frey-Freeman-Piazza board. The latest 
change is being instituted in order to 
concentrate the responsibility on one in- 
dividual. Brown has found that with 
the responsibility distributed the office 
could not be made to function as he de- 
cired it to 

Freeman launched into his new job 
Thursday without fanfare, and has not 
yet made any personnel changes of such 
a nature as to eliminate anybody from 
the organization. He will not do any 
booking personally, counting on his re- 
lief from this detail to give him the time 
and opportunity to practice « general 
surveillance over all the books 

Under the arrangement which has al- 
ready gone into effect, Sam Tishman and 
Harry Kalcheim remain on the Orpheum 
and Interstate books, supervised until 
the middle of this week by Freeman. 
Arthur Willi gets his own book of im- 
portant houses in the Metropolitan area, 
including the Palace; Jack Hodgdon, as 
reported, gets a number of local houses 
added to his junior string, and Bill 
Howard, has the Palace, Cleveland, and 
Palace, Chicago, added to his out-of- 
town column. These assignments cover 
the entire circuit. 

Indicating that Freeman is losing no 
time in putting intacts all over the cir- 
cuit, the Hamilton and Jefferson wil! be 
added to the string of intact break- 
in time on July 5, one week before the 
Western intacts swing into the Madison 
(Brooklyn) and the Chester, as formerly 
announced 

Booking-floor executives not actually 


concerned with booking houses are rea- 
sonably certain of remaining. These are 
Chester Stratton who has been acting 
as liaison man between members of the 
erstwhile triumvirate; I. R. Samuels, con- 
tact man and show reviewer for Godfrey, 
and Arthur Blondell, scout, assigned to 
signing up acts to long-term contracts. 

Herry Singer will stay on as act and 
material doctor, working under Free- 
man and slated for assignments con- 
cerned directly with fixing up intacts be- 
fore they start out on the Western and 
Southern tours. Some degree of con- 
densation is expected among the booking 
assistants, but this may not develop un- 
til several weeks have elapsed and Free- 
man has had an opportunity to properly 
reorganize his department. The assistants 
referred to are Ernest Morton, Tommy 
Reilly, Jimmy Kane, Dolph Leffler, Frank 
Sullivan, Dan Freundlich and George 
Oberland. 

Freeman's principal objective along 
general lines in running the reorganized 
department will be to eliminate stalling 
entirely. This applies equally to acts, 
agents and producers. Godfrey also made 
this pledge when he started on his job 
as booking chief more than a year ago. 
Freeman’s statement on this subject car- 
ries the implication that stalling has not 
yet been wiped out on the sixth floor. 

The booking policy for next season will 
take in a standard formula of four acts, 
altho in some houses in and around New 
York five acts will be tried occasionally, 
the extra act accounted for by the spot 
booking of an available “name” or nov- 


elty to supplement an intact for one or 
several dates 

There will be no setting of salaries 
under the Freeman regime. Acts will be 
booked for a certain number of weeks at 
a set figure, of course, but when these 
weeks have expired, it will be up to the 
act to demand its own price thereafter— 
and up to the Booker to accept or re- 
ject it. In short, there will be unre- 
stricted bargaining at all times, with any 
act free to raise its salary in “asking” 
unless in violation of contracts already 
made. 

Freeman wants to encourage inde- 
pendent producers, i. @. producers on 
their own and franchised. For carrying 
out this purpose, Singer’s work will be 
restricted to fixing, rather than creating. 
Freeman belftves that the success of the 
booking office depends to a great extent 
on the encouragement it gives inde- 
pendent act svonsors. It is too early at 
this time to speak authoritatively on this 
subject, but it is assured that Freeman 
will iastitute many reforms that will 
tend toward achieving these ends. 

Freeman will not have any adminis- 
trative assistants, altho Piazza, in -his 
purely business capacity, might be con- 
sidered as such. Helen Ealy, who has 
long been Freeman's private secretary, 
remains with him in his new office. She 
was formerly on the Interstate pay- 
roll, and only lately has been taken into 
the RKO organization—officially. Jac- 
queline Brandon, Godfrey's secretary, is 
reported joining the Charles Morrison of- 
fice. Morrison is an RKO agent.

Heywood Broun 


Reviewed at the Palace. Style—Mono- 
log. Setting—In one. Time—Nine min- 
utes. 


Heywood Broun, playing this date as 
a gag, might get a hearty laugh at being 
taken seriously enough to rate a New 
Act notice. But the tremendously pop- 
ular column conductor, whose daily 
writings on every conceivable topic are 
Syndicated to a huge public by the 
Scripps-Howard outfit, is a corking 
vaudeville attraction if ever there was 
one. Here is one case, at least, of a 
man whose personal charm is on a plane 
with his writing appeal. Broun is an 
unusual personality, and whenever he 
appears on a public rostrum there is 
attached to him the glamour of a leader 
of lost causes. He is not being exploited 
in that way, and he need not be. Hosts 
of newspaper: readers remember vividly 
the circumstances connected with his 
abrupt exit from The World, his out- 
spoken opinions in regard to the Sacco- 
Vanvetti case, and his divers other es- 
pousals of liberal movements and down- 
trodden peoples. Of late great interest 
has attached to Broun’s drive for jobs 
in behalf of New York's great mass of 
unemployed 

A booking such as Broun’s is a sweet 
breath to live down the stenchy rep. of 
a field =hat is more and more wedging 
itself into the disrepute of old-time bur- 
lesque thru its utter abandon insofar as 
the moral standards of its comedy are 
concerned. Broun ambling onto the 
Palace stage timidly and playing the 
part of one who is frightened at the 
mob and not straining himself too much 
to put over the role is a sight to warm 
the heart of any vaudeville—and Broun 
—fan 

He might change his monolog at every 
show for all we know, since he appears 


to utter what comes to his mind first. 
But he makes no faux pas. He dis- 
cussed cersorship and was frank enough 
to voice his disapproval, altho somewhat 
subtly. of RKO’s stand in the matter. 
He drifted off into other things; the 
diversions were always welcome. He 


pulled several gags, and he got laughs. 
But Broun, as in his daily writings, was 
at his best when he talked about him- 
self. There are few things more enjoy- 
able than when Broun talks deprecat- 
ingly about Broun. 


Broun has an excellent speaking voice, 
and he is even more appealing on the 
air, his daily broadcast having been 
started about two weeks ago. His is the 
kind of humor that will tickle any class 
audience in the country. He might flop 
on 14th street (in the Jefferson or Acad- 
emy), but even that is doubtful. Noth- 
ing highbrow about his act, altho Broun 
does keep his monologistics on a higher 
plane than any professional extant.

edy. Setting—in one and three (spe- 
cials). Time—Ten minutes. 
Miss Rubens, whose name has ap- 


peared often enough in the public 
prints of late to warrant a flier in 
vaude., should have made her sojourn 
under the frank monicker of a personal 
appearance rather than to have gone to 
the trouble of getting up this big mess 
about nothing. A charming personality, 
and one whose acting ability has already 
been put to the test in films, Miss 
Rubens could have been given a vehicle 
that would strengthen the bonds be- 
tween her and her public. Instead this 
flimsy affair was concocted, placing Miss 
Rubens in a poor light with audience 


that expect screen satellites to deliver 
the goods now that talkies are here 
to stay. 

The act is subbilled as Ruben-esque 
Imitations of Your Favorite Stars. We 
don’t think we lack a sense of humor, 
which permits us to state, in turn, that 
a line like that should be taken seri- 
ously. There isn’t an imitation in the 
whole routine, and the act might have 
been a corker if there were—one at 
least. There’s a piano and Bob Hamill 
is on the scene to play it, but there is 
no singing. Something like song-talk, 
and to our mind the most unsatisfying 
element in vaudeville entertainment is 
song-talk. When used as a novel intro- 
duction of a sequence piece, fine, but as 
Staple entertainment—a waste of good 
time. 

Miss Rubens suggests that she will 
give an imitation of Helen Kane. It 
might have eventuated at the next 
show. She switches to mention of Ethel 


Barrymore. Follows a scene wherein 
she kills one man, another, and so on 
up to four. Her. punch line is “That's 
all there is; there isn’t any more.” Very, 
very unfunny. This carried her to the 
bows and a curtain speech all spread 
over with affectation as witness, “I owe 
everything to you.” She should have 
paid her debt with a good act. and she 
can do itt E.E 8 


Gene Dennis 


Reviewed at Loew’s Orpheum. Style— 
Mindreading. Setting—In one. Time— 
Forty minutes. 


Miss Dennis is comparatively new to 
these parts, altho she has attained a 
huge degree of succes thru the farther 
reaches of the country. This is an un- 
usual mind-reading act, to say the least. 
The frank-visaged girl from Kansas 
works as different from the average 
mind-reading act as Jolson from his imi- 
tators. Here is an act that you can't 
afford to observe dispassionately. It is 
not one of those take it or leave it 
affairs. Whether one has faith in Miss 
Dennis’ professed “psychic” powers or 
not matters little. She offers her novel 
entertainment with such bold mien that 
considering the unruffled way in which 
she has swept the country, even adverse 
publicity and personal comment cannot 
but help swell her grosses and add 
further drawing power to her name. 

Her very unostentatious appearance is 
preluded by a running non-pictorial 
trailer that tells of her career and lays 
forth the claims of her marvelous 
powers. She appears in a neatly fash- 
ioned street dress with lights full up 
She has a surprisingly natural delivery 
for a mindreader. Most of the running 
time she is somewhat unduly serious, 
but frequently, and when the occasion 
warrants it, flashes a disarming smile 
She is not bad to look at and deports 
herself not only with grace, but with a 
self-reliant manner that bespeaks @ per- 
sonality that is very sure of itself. 


The punchiest feature of this act, to 
our mind, is the employment of the 
house manager and his staff as audience 
workers. This is given the benefit of a 
preliminary announcement, of course. 
and it serves to obtain the confidence 
of those who might be skeptical if Miss 
Dennis’ own people were employed. Be- 
sides, Miss Dennis’ method of obtaining 
queries makes the employment of skilled 
assistants unnecessary. She works sim- 
ply by having the interrogants raise 
their hands and asking their questions 
out loud. No trick here about guessing 
questions as in other mental turns. She 
answers the queries, predicts the out- 
come of the problems presented and 
even fills in details not supplied by the 
questioners. 

Unusual enthusiasm was in evidence 
at this show, this being gathered by the 
sea of waving hands raised thruout the 
lengthy performance. Among the que- 
ries were a majority on stolen articles. 
Others asked about lost relatives, the 
health of individuals and prospects for 
professional or business success. Miss 
Dennis, in answering a query, gives the 
appearance of going into a mental 
trance, but this is not done with theat- 
rival flourish. The immobile expression 
on her face, the closed eyes and the pass- 
ing of a hand over her brow consume 
but an instant. The effect was not lost, 
however, on an audience that kept itself 
at rigid attention thruout. 


A man asked about his lost son and 
was told by Miss Dennis that he ts living 
and is engaged in building construction 
work in Los Angeles. She supplied de- 
tails of the boy's life and tacked on the 
name of the firm for which he ts work- 
ing, suggesting to the man that he ge! 
in touch with The Los Angeles Examiner 
for further info. She told a girl thet 
the mysterious ailment of her mother 
will resolve itself into cancer 


and held 
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out little hope for her eventual recovery. 
of such a character are the answers she 
gives. Miss Dennis spares no details, but 
of course does not offend one’s privacy 
or sense of decency in her “revelations”. 
Properly handled, this act can easily de- 
velop into the mind-reading sensation 
of the age. E. EB. 8. 


Val and Ernie Stanton 


Reviewed at the Palace. Style—Com- 
edy and dancing. Setting—In one and 
two. Time—Twenty minutes. 


Val and Ernie Stanton have never 
failed in appeal as a gabby two-act, and 
in this enlarged edition of their dis- 
tinctively different tomfoolery they are 
no ‘ess amusing. But unfortunately 
their crossfire is a very small part of 
this act and the burden of comedy and 
running time ig borne by a support of 
three boys and three girls. The Stan- 
tons have been bitten by the hoke bug; 
but they haven't rallied. The eight- 
people act is a shadow of the act that 
offered but two clever boys. Numbers 
do not always make for excellence, and 
in this case they detract considerably. 

Of the rather wasteful support re- 
cruited to make the Stantons a bigger 
but not a more amusing act there are 
but two who are worth more than pass- 
ing comment. One is a boy who does 
eccentric stepping, mostly in simulation 
of a drunk, and the other is the petite 
miss who steps in one of the crudely 
fashioned comedy scenes. This girl has 
a wealth of rhythm in her wee body; 
it is a foregone conclusion that some- 
body will eventually employ these tal- 
ents to good use if the Stantons don’t. 

The people corralled by the Stantons 
for their latest effort fit into apron com- 
edy bits and blackouts. These generally 
lack punch, altho the one revolving 
around a dentist’s chair is better than 
the rest because of the comedy step- 
ping of a lad who appears to be the 
same that does the drunk business. One 
girl is used as a plant, another in a tri- 
fling bit that could have easily been 
doubled into by the plant. The Stan- 
tons do their familiar gagging, which 
has a British flavor and a _ thoroly 
American zest. They'll be far better off 
at their old act, but you can’t shoot 
them for trying. Reception fair here in 
the fourth spot. E. E. 8S. 


Osaki and Taki 


Reviewed at Loew's Lincola Square. 
Siyle—Acrobatie. Setting—Full sioge 
(spectal). Time—-Five minutes, 

Tnis Japanese pair start their turn 
with the short, squatty fem. doing a 
series of whirls atop a framed perch, with 
male as understander. The long-tressed 
girl goes about her work ‘n anything but 
a skillful manner. She climbs and moves 
about with the greatest circumspection, 
as tho quite unfamiliar with what she is 
about to do next. 

This is followed with foot juggling 
with a barrel. Again no particular skill 
cisplayed here. Her pedals need plenty 
of speeding up. Further evidence that 
not sufficient rehearsing was done for 
this bit. 

Girl again mounts a perch and some 
of the stunts she performs there have 
been done for years. She seems to get 
in her own way thruout the routine. 
Perhaps with a large measure of skill, 
grace and technic added, this turn will 
make the grade in the lesser houses. The 
work of the male understander is deftly 
handled. One of the attributes of tho 
turn is the girl’s contagious ,

Style—Musical, singing and dancing. 
Setting—Full stage (special). Time— 
Twenty minutes. 


This nine-piece band should have no 
trouble keeping out of the lay-off di- 
vision. When caught at this house it 
stoppedithe show. Of tempo, God's gift 
to vaude., these boys have plenty. They 
present a pretty picture, togged out in 
white trousers, set off by flashy orange- 
hued ties, and neatly herded in a tropical 
scene, 

Their playing couldn't be called the 
best, for at times they are extremely 
loud, with modulation unknown to them. 
In striving after speed and pep, they 
sacrifice harmony and melody. But the 
customers went for everything they of- 
fered. Their playing had something 
exotic about it, perhaps the kind of 
music that is strummed out under the 
palm trees in the tropics. 

Senor Brita, introduced as “Cuba's 
Greatest Tenor”, almost lives up to that 
boast. His splendid set of pipes will 
please the most critical ear. One forgets 
about his poor stage personality when he 
warbles a Cuban slave song. It was so 
good the customers had him repeat it. 
Senor Brita puts plenty of pathos in the 
number that has a fascinating lilt to it. 
Wouldn't be surprised soon to hear it 
sung and whistled on the main stem. 
His other song, also done in Spanish, and 
interpreted as Promise Me, was equally 
well rendered. 

Can't say much for the fem, and male 
hoofers, who do a tango and some other 
Latin dance, both lacking in grace and 
technic.

Porcelain Romance 


Reviewed at Loew's Metropolitan, 
Brooklyn. Style—-Dancing. Setting— 
a stage (special). Time—Eight min- 
utes. 


One of Meyer Golden's late crop of 
flash beauts, exploiting, of course, the 
adagio quartet. Shouldn't be difficult 
to find a spot for this one, what with 
its single scene and conveniently brief 
running time. Excellent staging and 
talent easily up to the high standard set 
by the production given the act. 

The brief flash and adagio display is 
mounted in a setting representing four 
candelabras that are really platforms for 
the posing of two of the male adagioists 
and two girls who sing muted accom- 
paniment to the eventuating routine of 
girl Juggling. In the back center is a 
pretty representation of a pendulum 
clock. As the curtain rises the girl of the 
adagio qyartet is swung to and fro like 
@ pendulum by one of the men, who 
kneels where the face of the clock would 
ordinarily be. This effect disposed of, 
the males leave their perches and per- 
form their sensational routine with the 
wisp of a girl. 

The girl singers do recurring minuet 
choruses as the adagioists are working, 
the tempo of their song adjusting itself 
to the pace of the dancers. The gir! is 
thrown about most recklessly, but with 
undeviating grace. One throw sends 
her clear across the stage, her body 


making two somersaults as she sails. To 
add to the thrill of this episode she is 
finally caught by one of the males by a 
reversed knee hold. The stunt is re- 
peated in a somewhat different manner 
later on in the routine, which is broken 
up by a single pause, this unusually 
brief. The act closed here and got one 
of the biggest sendoffs in the show.

New Palace, Chicago 
(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, May 24) 

This week marks the passing of the 
two-a-day at the Palace. Bill rates only 
fair, with Bill Robinson, the “dark cloud 
of joy”, easily taking the honors. Audi- 
ence a mere handful, making it plenty 
tough for the acts. 

Seldom has a snappier or faster work- 
ing act been seen here than the Six 
Jansleys, who opened. Worked as if they 
were playing to a packed house. Theil 
Risley work can’t be beat and it earned 
them a real hand 

Wheeler and Morton, spotted second, 
didn’t seem as funny as usual in their 
skit, Take It or Leave It.

Hall and 
one of the gals do a burlesque Spanish 
dance that is a scream, but his best 
laugheetter is the jazz-band burlesque. 
Then there’s more hoofing and a Jekyll- 
Hyde burlesque, putting ‘em over strong 

The flashing of Bill Robinson’s name 
was the signal for a spirited reception 
to the dark-skinned hoofer. Bill pro- 
ceeded to give them his familiar routine, 
evoking repeated applause and stopping 
the show cold. In thanking the audi- 
tors he reminded them that he was the 
first colored act to appear at the New 
Palace and the last to appear in its 
final two-a-day bill. 

Carl Freed and his orchestra are back 
and registered nicely. Comedy is the 
cutfit’s strong point, but Freed is not 
always funny in his comedy attempts. 
It’s a wise comedian who leaves the 
mirth to his audience, something Freed 
appears never to have learned. 

Keller Siseers and Lynch, radio singers 
of distinction, brought a refreshing note 
to the program with their entertaining 
song routine. Introduced with a film 
trailer enumerating the radio stations 
over which they have been heard. Songs 
all pops., including I’m Follewing You, 
Chant of the Jungle; Hello, Swanee, and 
others, sung charmingly, and closing to 
heavy applause with the Stein Song. 


In next to closing Trixie Friganza 
brought out her little “bag 0’ trix”,

On paper, this five-act layout does 
not shape up so well, but in reality it 
is one of the best balanced bills this 
house has had in weeks. That is, if one 
overlooks the excess of dancing..

Plenty of comedy and well balanced otherwise. Yet if one be hypercritical a 
noticeable fault is the lack of sock laughs that have long been identified with 
ace house layouts. This show is George Godfrey’s swan song, the assembling of 
it being one of the last duties ne performed befote quietly slipping out as Eastern 
booking head. If anything, a fitting finale to the admirable record achieved by 
the man who personally supervised Palace shows for more than a year. There 
have been lapses, as might well be expected, but under Godfrey’s hand the Palace 
has been given the punchiest shows in years.

FRANCOIS AND DENSMORE COMPANY, novelty act with plenty of novelty, 
went very nicely in the opening frame Dancing, acrobatics and elaborately 
dressed panto. routines are offered by three men and a girl, there is also a freak 
groomed canine.

FOUR CARLTON BROTHERS, hoofers, with a knack of injecting refreshing 
comedy into their pedalistics, ran their appeal up to a show-stop.

The punchiest show we have yet 
caught at this house. Admirably laid 
out, too. Puttin’ on the Ritz the screen 
feature. Gene Dennis received the 
benefit of much exploitation for this 
date. 

Wilfred DuBois juggled his way to a 
very pleasing reception in the opener, 
resorting to his familiar routine of bil- 
liard-cue manipulation. His glass-bal- 
aNce stunt proved to be the outstanding 
item. DuBois works with a finesse that 
betrays his many years in the jongleur 
ranks, and he is no less the showman. 

Hazel Romaine, a rather hefty miss 
with an intimate style of warbling de- 
livery and a yen for clowning with the 
pit leader, fel] right into the hearts of 
the Yorkville provincials. Most of the 
routine is song-talk that is subordinated 
to the sotto voce clowning, but’ near 
the bows she whacks over a ballad. Here 
she reveals a pair of pipes that are the 
real stuff for vaude., something of a 
feminine baritone and sweeter than 
honey. A syncopated number sent her 
off to a near show stop. 

Ray Shannon's riot of a. skit, Oh, 
Props, had them heehawing like a tribe 
of jackasses. With hoke becoming more 
and more in vogue this act looks like 
a sure bet for the Palace. Shannon 
plays a very fictitious stagehand in a 
small-time house. He is the kind of 
comedian who does anything for a 
laugh, but he gets them like few can. 
In the support are two girls and a boy 
—all aces. A lively skit that gets what 
it seeks due to the excellent casting. 
Shannon's burlesque of a fem. is a 
knockout, altho it can stand a lot of 
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toning down. At times he oversteps the 
bounds of his comic license. A show 
stop. 

Roy Cummings proved as others have 
done quite often in recent months that 
nowadays hoke can follow hoke with no 
material injury suffered by the party 
of the second part. The drop-dlimbing 
comedian started another laugh epi- 
demic with his antics, performing feats 
that if seen on a screen would be at- 
tributed to a tricky camera Florence 
Roberts appears in a boldly designed 
bathing suit (but why the fringes?) and 
she gives something to the act that goes 
under the heading of “It”.

DALLAS, Tex., May 24.—Two local newspapers are currently conducting an 
unusual campaign to determine the truth about the habits of theater-going 
public. Mainly the publications seek to learn whether “in-the-flesh” entertain- 
ment is more desirable than “canned”, and whether talking pictures have lost 
their novelty and are now in full running for the position formerly held by 


the silents in the taste of the public. 

When the talking screen was first in- 
troduced The Dallas News and The 
Dallas Journal conducted similar voting 
contests to seek the answer to the fight 
of the audible screen against the silent 
drama. At that time the gabbies won 
by a wide margin, but the appeal was 
mostly found in their novelty. 

Considering that the medium has now 
become firmly established with the pub- 
lic, a new questionnaire is now being 
published by the same papers. 

The answers sought will establish 
many salient facts about audience taste 
and be of considerable help to exhibitors. 
The favorites of the screen will be 
established by the first set of questions; 
preference for “in-the-flesh” vaudeville; 
favorite theater; preference for “in-the- 
flesh” music. Another group will estab- 
lish the place pictures hold compared to 
traveling companies, and lastly the pic- 
ture during the year found most to the 
liking of the reader. 

The News and Journal are not carry- 
ing the campaign on as an exploitation 
stunt and no prizes are offered. The 
papers claim they are rendering an 
assistance to the community by attempt- 
ing to definitely learn the taste of the 
theater-going public in the hope of get- 
ting more suitable entertainment to the 
city in the future.

tually close the independent exhibitors’ 
houses by refusing them pictures or de- 
manding such high forfeits that the ex- 
hibitor must close his theaters 

He added that a number of other in- 
dependent exhibitors have joined with 
him in an effort to abolish the uniform 
contract system and arbitration system

{te - short subject is evidently going to take on greater importance 
in the theater program during the coming year than it has since 

the advent of sound. Ever since sound was first introduced, the 
short subject has been given greater care than during the silent days. 
In the silent days it was a matter of hashing together several chase 
scenes, a few bathing beauties and custard pies, and letting it go at 
that. Since dialog was introduced, together with sound, it has brought 
more thought to the short-subject field. As a result it necessarily 
entails the work of better authors and artists. Some of the best one- 
act playlets of the world’s most famous authors have already been 
brought to the screen, while the cream of vaudeville has also done its 
share in the short-subject field. Some of the most artistic and imagina- 
tive productions yet produced via the talking route have come thru 
the short subject. 


A vast increase in short subjects is the schedule set by all of the 
major producing firms. Paramount ‘practically doubles its short-subject 
schedule during the coming year, while the same is true of Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer. Warners, who have taken the lead in the number of 
shorts produced with their Vitaphone varieties, have made no definite 
announcement as yet, but will no doubt increase their already heavy 
supply. Educational announces 115 short subjects jor the coming year, 
among them 64 two-reelers and 51 ore-reel subjects. This increase in 
shorts will give the exhibitor a vast and varied supply from which to pick 
his short features to balance his program. Pathe, RKO, RCA, Columbia. 
Tiffany, Universal, United Artists, all have shorts scheduled on their year's 
releases. Foz is about the only one of the leading producers to confine 
the short-subpect material to the newsrecl. On account of the short 
footage of feature productions, producers have been forced to purchase 
more short subjects during the past year. However, it is expected that 
the average feature will in future be of uniform length, due to the kick 
registered by numerous exhibitors. However, the fact that the producing 
organizations are announcing such strong schedules of shorts for the ap- 
proaching year leads to the belief that the short-subject motion picture 
theater is a surety of the not far distant future. 


It is a matter of signing star names for comedies Production of 
short subjects in the East is also on the increase. Clark and McCullough 
and W. C. Fields are among the star names to be featured in short sub- 
jects in the East. The close proximity to the Broadway stage, the night 
clubs and the headquarters of vaudeville will lead to advanced produc- 
tion in the short-subject field in the Fast during the coming year—with 
many idle tudios anticipated for refitting for the production of sound 
shorts.

Charles R. Metzger, of this city, at- 
torney for the’ Associated Theater 
Owners of Indiana, and Frank J. Rem- 
bush, of Shelbyville, Ind., owner of a 
chain of theater properties in the State, 
presented the plea for the theater in- 
terests. They contended that entertain- 
ment is not a luxury warranting special 
taxation, and that theater owners al- 
ready bear the heaviest burden of spe- 
“cial and general taxes imposed on any 
business in Indiana. 

Their brief stated: “We maintain that 
entertainment offered by theaters, par- 
ticularly motion picture entertainment, 
at reasonable admission prices, is not 
a luxury, but a necessity for the great 
majority of our citizens under the 
stress and strain of the modern com- 
plex economic social organization.” 

Imposition of the admission tax would 
force the closing of a large number of 
smaller theaters in the State, Metzger 
said, since most of the theaters provide 
a return of only 5 per cent on their 
investment. Approximately 200 theaters 
have been closed in Indiana during the 
last three years, he said, and not 10 
per cent of the theaters in the State 
have operated at a profit during the last 
two years. 

In place of the theater admission tax, 
the theater owners proposed an income 
tax or a sales tax on sales of all kinds. 
Metzger said that only about 45 or 50 
theaters in the State, out of 550, were 
owned by out-State interests.

The 
admission price for children at all times 
will be 15 cents, bringing the admission 
back to the price to what it is In many 
of the small neighborhood houses 
There is no announcement that this 
slash will only prevail during the sum- 
mer 

Along Broadway at present the de 
luxers are getting 35 and 40 cents from 
opening until 1 p.m. with the exception 
of the Roxy, where the admission price |: 
50 cents. The afternoon and evening 
prices scale from 65 cents to $1. The de 
luxers along Broadway, which include 
the Roxy, Capitol, Rialto and Rivoli, are 
known to make money, tho the Strand 
and Winter Garden have been having 4 
hard go of it. 
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The Big Pond 


(PARAMOUNT) 


The Palace Theater, Dallas, for The 
Ria Pond had a tieup with a local chew- 
ing gum company. A sample of gum 
was placed in a small envelope bearing 
the ad for Maurice Chevalier’s new pic- 
ture The Big Pond. Samples were dis- 
tributed from all drug stores and from 
the lobby of the Palace. 


Men Without Women 
(FOX) 


Johnson Musselman, at the Alamo, tied 
up with the navy officials to the extent 
of being given their posters scattered 
thruout the city for a joint display of 
“join the navy and see Men Without 
Women.” He has also worked up a 
trailer dealing with the more sensational 
side of the picture, leaving the heavy 
drama to take care of itself. 


Show Girl in Hollywood 
(FIRST NATIONAL) 


A stunt pulled at the Branford Thea- 
ter, Newark, N. J., recently is reported 
to have materially helped the b. o. and 
is adaptable to use elsewhere. Thru the 
distribution mediums of handbills, news- 
paper advertising and general publicity, 
a large number of girl extras were re- 
quested to appear at a local park for 
the filming of a real movie, which it 
was stated would later be shown at the 
theater on the screen in connection with 
Show Girl in Hollywood. The time and 
place were widely advertised and fixed in 
prospective patrons’ minds before actual 
shooting was begun, and 1,000 girl extras 
were requested for the filming of a mob 
scene In the park. The stunt drew over 
the amount of women asked for, and re- 
sulted in some interesting stock shots, 
every foot of which was potential box- 
office “draw”.

Cameo Kirby 
(FOX) 

Johnson Musselman, of the Alamo 
Theater, had the biggest crowds in his 
lobby during the showing of Cameo 
Kirby that have been seen in Louisville 
for months.

A Pittsburgh music store merchant re- 
cently showed initiative on his own by 
voluntarily inaugurating a “Theme Song 
Week” in his store, which stunt caused 
the theater manager to arrange for a 
Icbby tieup advertising the merchant's 
stunt. Both benefited by the experi- 
ment. Sing a Little Theme Song was 
used as the basis of the stunt, it being 
the featured song of Hold Everzthing. 
With every purchase of a song from 
Hold Everything the music dealer gave 
the purchaser a free copy of a theme 
song from a Warner Brothers’ feature 
picture. The stunt was said to have 
Originated with the store manager, but 
the theater manager saw his opportunity 
and co-operated with a theater lobby 
display advertising the free sheet music.

W 4H. Bergmann, veteran exhibitor at 
Kearney, Neb., used very: clever advertis- 
ing stunts to put this picture over the 
top at his theater, the World. Bergrnann 
promoted a rare collection of old pistols 
and other old-time firearms for a win- 
dow display during the engagement of 
the picture at the World. He also took 
out an insurance, to impress the passer- 
by, on the display, valuing it at $2,500. 
The policy was displayed in the window 
along with the display. This drew ad- 
ditional attraction to the display. A 
cowboy and pony with banners on each 
side were also used for publicity. The 
cowboy would stop at busy parts of town 
and hand out heralds to the crowds that 
would collect around him.

NEW YORK, May 26.—Tyrannization 
of the motion picture exhibitors of the 
country was charged against the Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
thru its subsidiary, Electrical Research 
Products Corporation, before the Senate 
Patents Committee in Washington last 
week. The direct charge was made by 
C. C. Colby, president of the Samson 
Electric Company, of Canton, Mass. 

In his charge Colby states that motion 
picture theaters have paid or will pay in 
the near future, via contracts already 
made $25,000,000 more than they would 
have had to pay for competitive equip- 
ment from the independent manu- 
facturer. 

The independent sound equipment 
manufacturers charge that radio, sound 
pictures and similar contrivances are 
monopolized my a few large concerns 
thru control of patents. Representatives 
of the indenendent manufacturers ap- 
peared in Washington last week to lend 
their efforts to the bill of Senator Dill 
(Dem.) of Washington, which would 
prevent custodians of patents from being 
a@ party to illegal combinations. 

Ernest R. Reichmann, general counsel 
for the Radio Protective Association, in 
referring to the suit recently filed by 
the Department of Justice against the 
Radio Corporation of America and other 
concerns for alleged violation of the 
Sherman Anti-Trust law, said: “If the 
government is successful in its suit the 
radio industry and its allied arts will no 
longer be dominated by this combina- 
tion. This is not a friendly suit or a 
test case. It is a militant attack on a 
great evil.”

NEW YORK, May 26.—That string of 
theaters for the presentation of short 
subjects exclusively which E. W. Ham- 
mans has in mind and the possibility of 
which was announced in the columns of 
The Billboard some weeks ago, is begin- 
ning to take form. 

It is understood that Hammons, the 
head of the Educational organization 
specializing in short subjects, has se- 
cured a Broadway sité, and close to 
$1,500,000 will be spent on a building 
that will include stores, offices and a 
theater to seat about 1,400. 

An operating company is being formed 
with Hammons as its head, and already 
sites for short-subject theaters are being 
secured in the leading cities thruout the 
country. It is understood that most of 
each week's programs will be made up of 
Educational’s product, with the remain- 
ing small time limit filled in by films 
from other organizations. {It is ulso 
stated that no newsreels will be incor- 
porated in the programs as outlined at 
present. 

The public has shown an unusual in- 
terest in short-subject productions, and 
following the results of exhibitors. who 
have tried out this type programs for 
one day or week in small towns, Educa- 
tional heads have been led to believe 
that the public is ready for this enter- 
tainment.

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REVIEWS OF THE LATEST 


“So This Is London” 


(FOX MOVIETONE PRODUCTION) 
At the Rory 


When George M. Cohan wrote So This 
7s London no doubt the idea that Will 
Rogers might some day appear in the 
leading role and on the talking screen 
et that was the remotest thought from 
his mind. But when Fox secured the 
play for screen production it was bought 
with Will Rogers in mind and the quaint 
drolleries of this great comedian cer- 
tainly shine in the brittle Cohan dialog 
as they did in his first talking produc- 
tion, They Had to See Paris. The char- 
acter of Hiram Draper seems fashioned 
for Will Rogers, even the name Hiram 
seems to be apropos to the Rogers type 
of character and he lives it all the way 
thru. There is something gently ap- 
pealing about Rogers’ wholesome humor, 
and in this production he is just a lov- 
able, uncouth American. Many of the 
comie remarks concerning current topics 
are, no doubt, authored by Rogers him- 
self, at least they sound like his brand 
of humor. 

The story of So This Is London deals 
with a rich American, his wife and son. 
The man has an ungovernable prejudice 
for anything foreign, particularly any- 
thing that is English. However, a busi- 
ness deal forces him to go abroad, ac- 
companied by his wife and son. On 
board ship the son meets and falls in 
love with an English girl, the daughter 
of a lord. Naturally both the girl’s and 
the bov’s families are opposed to the 
match. The English believe that all 
Americans are uncouth, rough and 
vulgar, while the American believes that 
it is another case of broken down Eng- 
lish aristocrat seeking some good Ameri- 
can dough. But after several amusing 
scenes the Englishman and American 
become friends and everything is okay. 
The finish of the picture is a wow, with 
the strains of My Country, ’Tis of Thee, 
coming over the radio, with the Eng- 
lishman singing the words to God Save 
the King, while Rogers sings the Ameri- 
can version. 

Fox has shown excellent casting in 
this production, with Lumsden Hare in 
the role of the English lord. This fa- 
mous old stage player has never given 
a better characterization than in this 
production. Irene Rich once again ap- 
pears opposite Rogers as his wife, as she 
did in They Had to See Paris and proves 
so excellent that it wouldn’t be surpris- 
ing to see Miss Rich playing opposite 
Rogers in all future’ productions. 
Maureen O'Sullivan and Frank Albertson 
have the role of the girl and the boy. 
John Blystone directed and has turned 
out an excellent piece of work from 
every standpoint. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
You need not be afraid of plugging 
Rogers in this one, as he scodes. 
See if you can’t get your public 
schools to have a composition on 
Americanization, or you might do 
it thru your theater, and offer 
prizes for the best. While the pic- 
ture is not patriotic, the Ameri- 
can and British flags would aid 
your lobby displays. Plug Maureen 
O'Sullivan, the little Irish girl, who 
appears with John McCormack in 
“Song of My Heart” as the in- 
genue. You can boost Rogers in 
every way and manner that you 
can tie up on his records or writ- 
ings and you are bound to get a 
response.

“The Danger Man” 


(COSMOS) 
At the Stanley 

Tt's hard to believe that pictures could 
come as bad as The Danger Man. Every- 
thing about it is all wrong. That goes 
for the recording, photography, direction, 
stery and cast. Some of the artistes 
might be good, but the roles they have 
to fool around with can’t help but show 
them in a poor light. Don’t know where 
they possibly could use this film, except 
perhaps in grinds catering to indis- 
criminate audiences or kids. 

Picture looks like one of those dare- 
devil serials, with a hero who possesses 
about “nine lives”, and can do stuff that 
only a “charmed” person can perform. 
Story is much like the old affairs we, 
when kids, used to flock to at the 


nickelodeons. The situations are rattled 
off without any connection, and the hero 
stuff they resort to only -gets laughs in- 
stead of bravos. There is a little talk- 
ing at the open'ng, but hardly a word 
can be understood. Synchronization and 
sound effects are poor. So is the pho- 
tography. Bud Pollard directed, and it’s 
no credit to him either. 

The film features Charles Hutchinson, 
who as a dare-devil hero jumps off 
bridges, flies thru air on motorcycles, 
climbs down buildings on heavy rope, and 
what not. Others in the film.are Gor- 
don Sackville, Virginia Pearson, Eddie 
Phillips, Sheldon Lewis, Edith Thornton, 
Violet Schram, Baby Henderson, William 
St. James and Jimmy McCallion. 

Story, you might like to know, is built 
around Hutchinson, who is a retired 
member of the U. S. Secret Service. He's 
in love with the daughter of a wealthy 
couple. Her mother had been indiscreet 
in sending love letters, which had fallen 
into the hands of a blackmailing gang. 
He sets about to.get them back, causing 
the gang plenty of trouble. They frame 
him by planting a robbery on his hands, 
and he is chised by both the cops and 
the gang. Happy ending when he clears 
himself of the robbery, gets the letters, 
saves the girl and the coppers round up 
the gang. Prolog has a couple of kids 
asking grandpa to tell a story about their 
daddy. The hokum follows. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
The film is hardly fit to exploit, 
but if you book it, play it up as 
you would any dare-devil or ac- 
tion-crammed picture. Flood your 
lobby with signs reading similar to 
“See Charles Hutchinson overcome 
all obstacles by daring and break- 
meck escapes to aid the girl he 
loves.” Not worth a dime’s ex- 
penditure for exploitation.

“True to the Navy” 
(PARAMOUNT) 
At the Paramount 


We doff our hats to Clara Bow for her 
work in True to the Navy, and accom- 
pany the gesture with a grateful sailor’s 
hornpipe in expression of admiration and 
appreciation to a splendid cast and 
Paramount for providing such excellent 
entertainment. The picture should 
prove a box-office smash. For we, here 
in the Gotham City, have just had visual 
proof of what an inspiring institution 
the U. S. Navy actually is, thru person- 
al contact with the officers and sailors 
on their annual visit with the combined 
Pacific and Atlantic fletts. 

True %o the Navy, under the deft 
supervision of Frank Tuitle, whose di- 
rectorial touches are sheer artistry in 
themselves, is veritably a pictorial am- 
bassador of good will for the U. 8. 
Navy. The director and featured play- 
ers have caught that elusive quality in 
their story which makes our battle 
fleets the pride of the nation and the 
world. And together with this and many 
other ingenious naval ingredients, the 
picture has a romantic appeal in its 
story, is packed with heavy laughs every 
few minutes and is devoid of any slur 
on the uniform of our sailors, either 
thru suggestive treatment of the story 
theme or in gags. It’s clean, whole- 
some and entertaining thruout, and 
every exhibitor should book it as soon 
as possible. 

The cast is one which everyone will 
enjoy. All of the players enact 
their parts as tho they lived them, mak- 
ing the picture all the more convincing. 
It’s the everyday, insignificant and 
small’ things in the lives of a sailor and 
his sweetheart which prove to be the most 
dramatic and important when portrayed 
with the proper perspective. Frederic 
March plays the leading masculine role 
opposite Clara, giving to the role of 
Gunner McCoy just the necessary 
amount of braggadocio, yet playing the 
romantic phase of the part with con- 
vincing feeling. Clara Bow adds to her 
laurels in a part which constantly 
borders genuine pathos and hilarious 
comedy, and she is a sweetheart which 
any man could easily go daffy over, a 
fact proven by numerous sailors in this 
story. Others in the cast. each of whom 
is particularly real and human in their 
parts, are Harry Green, Rex Bell, Eddie 
Featherston, Eddie Dunn, Ray Cooke, 
Harry Sweet, Adele Windsor, Sam Hardy 


and Jed Prouty, the last three injecting 
some sophisticated comedy into a very 
funny story. 

The story, written by Keene Thompson 
and Decris Anderson, and adapted by 
Herman J. Mankiewicz, is concerned 
principally with the affairs of the navy 
gobs and their sweetheart, a red-haired 
Soda jerker, with plenty of the old s. a. 
She plays true to them all, as the title 
implies, until she meets her real love. 
Then when the boy needs her help the 
most, she and her sailor pals prove to 
be true biue clean thru, and with their 
combined allegiance and effort bring 
about a thoroly satisfactory ending to 
the picture. But details would only 
mar your own enjoyment of the story. 
You'll not regret having booked it. And 
the naval target practice scenes on the 
high seas, as well as the shipboard shots, 
done by Victor Milner, are worth- 
while inserts to the film. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Unlimited exploitation possibilities 
to this one. Play up the U. S. Navy 
angle in your lobby and advertis- 
ing. The picture is clean and 
wholesome, so get your local up- 
lift groups behind it. The cast is 
worth your best efforts, with big 
emphasis on Clara Bow. There are 
several songs in the picture on 
which tieups with your local music 
stores should prove effective, and 
tieups with your local dry goods 
stores to feature navy blue win- 
dows with stills from the picture 
are also apropos.

“Bride of the Regiment” 
(FIRST NATIONAL-VITAPHONE) 
Holiywood Theater 


First National executives and produc- 
tion chiefs are going after tiese light 
operas in a big way—-that is from the 
standpoint of casts, extras and massive 
sets. But in spite of an expensive scenic 
investiture and glamorous costuniing 
they have still a great deal to learn about 
bringing the light opera and musical 
comedy to the screen. There is some- 
thing else to the screen light opera other 
than spectacle and the sooner First Na- 
tional realizes it the better off its 
efforts will be. Gorgeous sets and eye- 
filling costumes, even produced in Tech- 
nicolor, will not cover the sins of a 
mediocre, badly ccnstructed story, nor 
the incongruous interpolation of musical 
numbers. 

It is strange that in the progress of 
talking and singing pictures the musical 
comedy or light opera has made the least 
headway. This story is based on Rudolph 
Schanzer and Ernest Welisch’s light 
opera, The Lady in Ermine, produced by 
the Shuberts some seasons ago with 
Walter Woolf in the leading male role. 
At that time it was considered spicy, but 
60 nicely produced that its spiciness was 
neatly camouflaged. In bringing it to 
the screen the producers have retained 
the spice, but the finesse in production 
is lacking. 

The story is laid in an Italian town 
near the Austrian border. The Austrian 
troops invade the town just as the 
Countess Marianna marries Count 
Adrian. The invasion interrupts their 
honeymoon on the wedding night, as the 
husband must lead his revolutionary 
forces against the Austrians. While he 
is away, Colonel Vu'tow, leading the 
Austrian forces, enters the castle and 
forces his attentions on the bride. Her 
husband is captured and in order to free 
him she must come to the Colonel dur- 
ing tne night and succumb to his de- 
sires. In the meantime the Colonel gets 
drunk and has a dream in which the 
picture of her great-grandmother re- 
incarnated as herself, who was forced 
into a similar situation years before, 
comes to life and appears to him. 
Awakening the next morning from his 
drunken stupor he believes the dream 
was a reality, that the wife has paid the 
price, and sets the husband free, It 
all ends as most light operas do, with 
the husband and wife embracing for 
the fadeout. 

The cast includes Vivienne Segal, 
Allan Prior, Walter Pidgeon, Lupino 
Lane, Myrna Loy, Louise Fazenda and 
Ford Sterling. Sterling steals the pic- 
ture and is really the only one of the 
cast to bring the real light opera element 
to the story. The talkies haven't hurt 


this excellent pantomimic artist in the 
least, and in this role, which, we believe, 
was essayed by Charles Judels in the 
original production, proves the real star 
of the cast. Vivienne Segal, appearing 
to better advantage in this film than 
she did in her initial screen appearance, 
looks stunning and. renders her one 
number nicely. Why take a musical 
comedy singer and give her only a short 
chorus to sing is another one of those 
unsolvable mysteries of the talkies. 
Allan Prior is acceptable as the husband. 
while Walter Pidgeon is good as the 
swaggering hussar, tho his heavy bari- 
tone lacks resonance and melody. Louise 
Fazenda speaks her way thru this pro- 
duction again. They are certainly work. 
ing Louise’s squeaky laugh overtime and 
she is far too clever a woman to permit 
her producers to continue having her 
do this one monotonous thing in the 
talkies. Myrna Loy looks stunning. 

John Francis Dillon directed and has 
handled his ensemble scenes excep- 
tionally well. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
The original title, “The Lady in 
Ermine”, allowed for better ex- 
ploiting of this picture than does 
the screen title. However, you can 
have your billing read, “Bride of 
the Regiment”, based on “The Lady 
in Ermine”. An effective connec- 
tion with a furrier might prove 
advantageous. Play up Ford 
Sterling. He is your best bet in a 
real comedy role. Also acquaint 
them with Vivienne Segal, a star 
of the musical comedy stage from 
whom some good things can be 
anticipated. Flags and military 
decorations are fitting for your 
lobby. displays.

“Courage” 
(WARNER BROS.-VITAPHONE) 
At the Winter Garden 

Belle Bennett, who came to fame by 
her marvelous characterization of the 
title role in Stella Dallas, and since that 
time has fallen far below the expecta- 
tions of her most ardent admirers in 
numerous weepy and super-sentimental 
roles, once again climbs the heights in 
this latest Warner Bros.’ production. It 
is really a delig*t to see Miss Bennett is 
still the finished star that her friends 
knew her to be, and that Hollywood has 
at last given her a mother role that is 
minus saccharinity and bathos. 

Knowing the exaggerated inclination 
Hollywood has to change authors, orig- 
inal efforts, and having seen Janet 
Beecher give to the role of the mother 
in the stage production of Courage, 4% 
characterization that stood as one of the 
finest things of the season in which the 
play was produced, one necessarily feels 
a sort of trepidation in seeing the screen 
version. However, Tom Barry's interest- 
ing play has been done right by and 
Miss Bennett literally shines. Young 
Leon Janney has the role in which 
Junior Durkin proved such a huge suc- 
cess. While Janney hasn't the elfish- 
impish personality of Durkin, he proves 
excellent in the ro'e of “Bill” and should 
find many other fine roles as a reward 
for his work in this production. Marian 
Nixon brings vitality to a rather thank- 
less role, as does Carter de Haven in 
the character of the oldest son. Blanche 
Frederici scores tremendously in the ro! 
of the nemesis-like aunt. All in all an 
excellently balanced cast and a picture 
whose direction has been nicely handled 
by Archie Mayo. 

The legitimate play was produced by 
Lew Cantor, and while the screen version 
is a photograph of the stage play, with 
a few scenes switched to the offices of 
the banker and the exterior of the home, 
owing to the wider range of the camera, 
it still has the innate elements of sym- 
pathy, suspense and heart interest that 
made it such a huge success during !'s 
Broadway run. 

The story deals with a mother of seven 
children, who is something of a spend- 
thrift and finds herself closely pushed 
for funds. There had been little ‘ove 
lost between her and her husband and 
shortly before his death he intimated 
that her seventh child was not his. Be- 
fore death he left a letter with his 
sister, to satisfy the hatred for his wife 
that he carried to his grave. Just at 
the time when things are blackest for 
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the mother the aunt arrives and starts 
to wean her selfish children away from 
her, all but Bill, she doesn’t admit he 
is one of her blood. But Bill has made 
friends with a wealthy woman next door, 
who has been hated by her neighbors, 
but Bill thru his sympathy and under- 
standing becomes her close friend and 
she dies leaving him her estate. The 
mother instead of trying to win her 
children back from the aunt by kind- 
ness to them decides to fight for her own 
and she does so with such conviction 
that the aunt, comparing the mother to 
a tigress protecting her young, sends 
the children home. 

Telling the story in a brief synopsis 
does not bring out the elemental drama, 
the heart-breaking episodes that the 
mother fights back with a smile instead 
of a tear, with which the action is 
filled. There are moments that are real 
teor-jerkers and your audiences will cer- 
tainly like this one. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Recall “Stella Dallas” to your au- 
dience. Also let them know that 
this is the first real role Belle 
Bennett has had since then. Give 
a prize for the best composition on 
“Courage”. What constitutes real 
courage—is it found more generally 
on the battlefield or in the home 
where the mother fights for her 
own? If you have a Mothers’ Club 
in your city get them interested in 
the picture — you, no doubt, 
could make a tieup with them to 
attend in a body. On your opening 
show each day you might give a 
pass to the first mother with seven 
children attending your theater. 
Your newspapers, no doubt, would 
be glad to have such a photo 
for their publications. You might 
get some dodgers printed with a 
pair of dice throwing seven. The 
inscription might read: “This is a 
lucky number. Belle Bennett in 
‘Courage’, at the — Theater, has 
seven children. Was that her lucky 


number?”

“Otello” 


(TRANS-PANAMIC) 
50th Floor Chaning Building Theater 


This picture, produced at the Metro- 
po'itan studios here by John Iraci and 
Roberto Natalini, head of a new picture 
company known as the Trans-Panamic 
Corporation, presents a rather amateurish 
aspect from the production standpoint. 
It might do for neighborhoods where 
there is a large foreign element, but we 
doubt, even tho the picture is entirely 
in the Italian tongue, that it would 
serve of much value on account of its 
miserable recording. There are times 
when the cello solo part sounds like a 
ram's horn blown at a distance, and the 
voices of the players register none too 
pleasingly. 

The screen transcription is based on 
Verdi's grand opera, Otello, taking the 
leading excerpts from the work in which 
the characters of Otello and Desdemona 
appear. Otello is sung by Manuel 
Salazar, who has sung the role several 
times, if memory serves us right, with 
the Gallo Opera Company. Lelane 
Rivera sings the role of Desdemona. 
Salazar has a habit of opening his mouth 
during orchestral interludes that makes 
him seem as if he is about to burst into 
song only to have no voice response. 


The selection of Otello for production 
was rather unfortunate. The opera is 
one of the most difficult of the famous 
composers; it lacks the popularity of 
many others and none of its arias are 
familiar to the average lover of music. 
Printed titles describe the action of the 
various scenes and there is something 
inordinately ludicrous in seeing Otello 
slash his throat and continue to sing 
at the top of his voice as he writhes 
in death's agonies. 

EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
There is little to exploit in this 
production except that it is one of 
Verdi's operas condensed. In 


reality it is an elongated short. If 
you have a large foreign popula- 
tion in your locality, particularly

“Border Romance” 


(TIFFANY) 
At the Colony 


Screen dramas which strive to give an 
authentic Mexican atmospheric back- 
ground sometimes make entertaining 
themes, as evidenced by such an epic as 
Rio-Rita, a picture which producers 
have been striving to imitate since it 
reached the screen. But the attempt 
to do so in this pictur2, Border Romance, 
has resulted in a hackneyed production 
with the germ of a good idea. 

Border Romance is a production with 
notable highlights in photography, 
music and sections of dialog, but for the 
most part fails to maintain a consistent 
appeal. The cast is noteworthy, with 
Armida and Don Terry playing the 
romantic roles supported by Wesley 
Barry, Marjorie Kane and Victor Potel, 
all of whom try to make the best of a 
bad bargain. Others in minor roles 
include Nita Martan, J. Prank Glendon, 
Harry Von Meter and William Costello. 

The best contribution in the picture 
is the music and lyrics by Will Jason and 
Val Burton, of which one number, For- 
ward Rurales the Pride of Old Merico, is 
outstanding and similar to The Lone Star 
Rangers of Rio-Rita. The story is credited 
to John Francis Natteford, and direc- 
tion to Richard Thorpe, for whose work 
the less said the better. 

Story plot is stereotyped, combining 
the ideas of horse-thief themes in com- 
monplace Westerns with the objection- 
able burlesques of Mexico and its pic- 
turesque customs. It is a story which 
the Mexicans would not be proud of 
and which tactful Americans would not 
laugh at. 

Two American brothers and a cowhand 
make a trip into Mexico with a herd of 
horses which they want to sell, and 
while there one of them falls in love 
with an attractive native girl. The trio 
get into plenty of trouble over a shooting 
and are kept on the go by the pursuit 
of the persistent Rurales. Just as things 
get hottest and it looks as if it is all 
over for the trio, they find that the 
killing was a just one, the dead man 
being a bandit with a reward on his 
head dead or alive. Then the usual 
happy ending. 

EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
There are three large ideas start- 
ing with the letter “M” worthy of 
exploitation in this picture. They 
are the music, Mexican atmosphere 
and musical drama. Carry out this 
three “M” idea in your advertising, 
publicity and lobby displays. Plug 
the diminutive Armida, charming 
Mexican star, and if possible hold 
a Mexican night at your theater. 
Stress the photography of certain 
scenes, notably the wild horse 
fights and the arroyo battle be- 
tween the horse thief bandits and 
the hero. Make a tieup with your 
local library to feature Mexican 
books on its reading lists dur- 
ing the run of the picture, and also 
have bookstores play up the Mexi- 
can theme with window displays.

“The Dude Wrangler” 


(SONO ART WORLD WIDE) 
At Loew's New York 


Story background of this picture is 
based upon what happened to a frail 
effeminate youth when he took up a 
ranchman’s life in the homesteading 
region of Wyoming, forsaking the wealthy 
environment of an Eastern metropolis 
and his society friends for the plow 
fields, under broiling heat and a ram- 
shackle hut as his home. The Dude 
Wrangler, played by George Duryea, is 
referred to in the dialog of the picture 
and in lobby displays of the stills as a 
“Pansy” ranchman, and the production 
is !oaded with laughs from start to finish 
despite its slightly incongruous theme. 

Mrs. Wallace Reid and Cliff Broughton 
have jointly produced the picture, and 
Richard Thorpe directed it. It is based 
on a novel by Caroline Lockhart and 
adapted by Robert Lee, an excellent cast 
portraying the roles in the story. Duryea 
and Lina Basquette play the romantic 
leads, and Francis X, Bushman plays the 
heavy. Clyde Cook, Ethel Wales and 
Wilfred North each have comedy roles, 


while Sojin does capable work with the 
part of a ranch cook gone mad. Others 
in the cast include Alice Davenport, Vir- 
ginia Sale, Julia Swayne Gordon, Billy 
Payne, Red Parker, Aileen Carlyle and 
Jack Richardson. 

Wally McCann, irked by the solicitude 
of his old maid aunt and other wealthy 
acquaintances, joins forces with a cow- 
boy and his attractive mistress, Helen 
Dane, and files a homestead claim out in 
Wyoming. The hard life of a ranchman 
gradually makes a man out of him and 
also wins the hand of the girl rancher, 
his neighbor, in the bargain, but not 
without many setbacks and hardships in 
the process. The effeminate man redeems 
himself at the finish in a grand battle 
with the villain, after many laugh- 
packed situations. The boy’s attempts 
to become a ranchman are a failure until 
he is backed financially by the girl in 
setting up a dude ranch, a fact which he 
does not find out till after he has made 
good. The production has its comedy 
merits as well as its romantic appeal, and 
should get consideration on the programs 
of any neighborhood exhibitors. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Little to exploit here except the 
comedy value of the picture and 
the splendid cast. The sponsors of 
the production, Mrs. Wallace Reid 
and Cliff Broughton, are well known 
for making clean pictures with a 
family appeal, and that reputation 
could be stressed in the rural 
neighborhoods. Play up the idea 
of a group of society dudes taking 
up ranching in earnest, and the 
possible results of such a move in 
your newspaper and advertising 
copy. The picture is not essen- 
tially a Western, tho methods of 
exploiting that type of feature 
would work here also. The young- 
sters will like it.

“The Chess Player” 


(UNUSUAL PHOTOPLAYS) 
At the Film Guild Cinema 

Historical revolutions, involving mul- 
titudes in bloody combat for an ideal, 
are normally excellent material for liter. 
ary novels, stage pageants or plays, and 
screen dramas. Social and economic up- 
heavals, whether based on patriotic or 
despotic motives, which are scenarized 
with the proper perspective, make more 
than the average stories of interest to 
motion picture patrons. Certain episodes 
in Edgar Allan Poe's Maelzel, the Chess 
Player, are said to be responsible for this 
film, based upon the novel by Henri 
Dupuy-Mazuel, and produced in Paris, 
France. 

The dramatic tale, which maintains its 
chronological background of the period, 
proves to be more of a fictional romance, 
dealing with the lives of certain in- 
dividuals, than any historical portrayal. 
It concerns the bloodshed and revolu- 
tion between the Russians and the Poles, 
the ultimate outcome of which resulted 
in the establishment of the Polish Re- 
public. But this story chronicles only 
a smal] phase of that event. 

The American distributors of the film 
give four leading characters featured 
credit on the screen. Edith Jehanne plays 
Sophie, the inspiration for the Polish 
patriots, and Pierre Batchoff plays Prince 
Serge, the Russian consort, who is in 
love with her, tho against her cause. The 
romantic and adventurous lead, Boleslaw 
Vorovski, Russo-Polish leader of the 
revolution, 1s played by Pierre Banchard, 
and Charles Dullin enacts the role of 
Baron Kemplen, a wax molder, who be- 
friends the patriotic youth to the extent 
of giving his life to save him. The 
gigantic cast, in mass-production scenes, 
has many characters whose roles are im. 
portant, but none are given screen credit. 

The unrest of the Russo-Polish popu- 
lace along the border precipitates a 
bloody revolution, in which monarchical 
military officers take sides. The Prince and 
the Polish patriot, Boleslaw, who are 
both in love with the girl, Sophie, natu- 
rally find themselves in opposition both 
as to romance and in the revolutionary 
cause. The Russians, with the aid of the 
fearless Cossacks, overpower the Polish 
uprising, and Boleslaw is condemned to 
die. But Baron Kemplen nearly outwits 
the monarchists thru the ruse of conceal- 
ing Boleslaw, who is a great chess player,

which is advertised thruout the land as 
a champion chess player. The conspira- 
tors, who are spiriting the youth across 
the border in this fashion, are com- 
manded to appear before the queen, who 
upon losing a game orders that the man- 
nikin be shot, having been advised by 
espionage of the true state of affairs. 
But the youth is spared when the Baron 
switches places with him in the manni- 
kin thru the influence of the Prince. 
There are some unusual scenes of the 
waxmaker’s workshop, wherein the in- 
former against Boleslaw is killed by a 
large number of mechanical soldiers. The 
picture is essentially an ‘art-class” pro- 
duction, and should appeal to those who 
enjoyed similar esoteric-themed stories. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 


Three phases of this picture should 
be exploited, the artistic quality, 
the novelty twists and the mam- 
moth production. Also the his- 
torical background of the Russian 
and Polish upheavals should make 
good advance copy for your news- 
paper campaign. The fact that it 
is a foreign production might ap- 
peal to some of your patrons. The 
love theme should be stressed in 
your trailers. with emphasis on the 
rivalry between a Prince and a 
revolutionary patriot, in combat 
and for the hand of the girl.

“Hunted Men” 


(SYNDICATE PICTURES) 
At Loew's New York 


Imptication in the title of this West- 
ern is that certain of the characters in 
the production are fugitives from the 
law, and such is actually the case, tho 
the main interest theme is in the ro- 
mance of the starred player, Bob Steele, 
and a neighbor sweetheart. The story, 
not unlike countless other pictures of a 
similar background, was written by Sally 
Winters and sdapted for the screen by 
H. Kirkpatrick. J. P. McGowan has done 
a fair piece of direction. 


A competent cast supports the juve- 
nile star, Steele. Jean Reno plays the 
role opposite him, and the supporting 
roles are played by Lew Meehan, Thomas 
G. Lingham, Clark Comstock and others. 
Photography is generally good thruout, 
the picture being suitable for silent or 
sound synchronization. Running time 
is 57 minutes, and the picture makes 
good balance for a adouble-feature pro- 
gram. 


The usual plot of most Westerns is 
the basis of this story. There is a 
poker-playing father known as Ace-in- 
the-Hole, who has two sons, one of 
whom is in love with a neighboring 
tenant of the old man. There are also 
the usual poker cronies of the old land- 
lord, including one. who, unknown to 
the others, is a snake in the grass. The 
romance between the boy and the pov- 
erty-stricken tenant’s daughter is 
frowned upon by the other son, the 
father and the villain—the latter for 
ulterior motives. The girl’s father is 
killed, thru the duplicity of the villain, 
and some of the blood-stained money 
is traced to the murderers by the boy. 
Suspense elements of the picture have 
the father nearly falling for the con- 
spiracy of the trio of bad men, but also 
his redemption to the young people’s 
side by a prearranged stud poker game, 
the help of an old crony friend and 
some rough-and-tumble fighting during 
a robbery scene. It’s good fare for the 
grown-up Western fans, and the young- 
sters should eat it up 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
The picture is clean thruout and 
should appeal to all neighborhood 
patrons. See that the younger 
element is informed of this picture, 
stressing the popularity of the 
youthful star, Bob Steele. Your more 
elderly patrons will like the manner 
in which the story is handled, and 
should even enjoy the thrills in the 
picture, of which there are several. 
Your newspaper and advertising 
campaigns should be conducted 
along the lines of other Westerns, 
with emphasis upon the love in- 
terest, the star and the story. Ad- 
vance trailers and lobby displays 
should help, too.

NEW YORK, May 26.—The coming year will find many stage successes com- 


ing to the screen as talking productions. 


Also there will be many stories that 


were successful as silent films that will be remade, with entirely new productions 


and casts, as talking films. 
be of value to the exhibitor, remains to 
garding original plays for talking pic- 
tures and screen versions of successful 
plays already produced for the legitimate 
stage remains a question. The programs 
scheduled for the new six months seem 
to be prettity evenly divided between 
plays produced on the Broadway stage, 
original scripts, dialog versions of popu. 
lar novels and talking versions of several 
famous silent successes. 

What has the exhibitor in a quandary 
is the change of title of many Broadway 
successes as they are brought to the 
screen as talking and singing produc- 
tions. First National has just opened 
at the Hollywood Theater here Bride of 
the Regiment, which is a screen version 
of Lady in Ermine, a successful musical 
comedy of several seasons ago. The 
same company is bringing Victor Her- 
bert’s everlasting Mlle. Modiste to the 
screen, under the title of The Toast of 
the Regiment. There may be some rea- 
son for a change of title of an original 
Broadway production when it is brought 
to the screen, but the change in this 
Herbert operetta is really a flagrant dis- 
play of an unwarranted license. The 
operetta, under the original title, is 
known the world over, Its bright num- 
ber, Kiss Me Again, is perhaps better 
known than any number from any 
light opera or musical comedy success. 
Exhibitors who have seen the roadshow 
drop from the entertainment field as 
any severe competition feel that original 
titles should be retained wherever prac- 
tical, and this is certainly a practical 
case—as it is in most instances. 


Exhibitors know that in their home 
towns the local theatergoers follow the 
New York stage thru the theatrical 
magazines and New York dailies. The 
production is given a certain amount of 
prestige thru a Broadway run. In 
changing the title of a production 
brought to the screen, the exhibitor is 
necessarily forced to acquaint his audi- 
ence with the new title, and also call 
attention to the fact that it is made 
from such and such a Broadway produc- 
tion. If original titles were retained, ex- 
hibitors could start an exploitation 
campaign and publicity system long in 
advance of the run of the picture, via a 
weekly four-page house organ, that 
would acquaint the patrons with what 
pictures they would see made from 
Broadway successes. He could keep his 
clientele posted as to movements of the 
Broadway stage. Realizing that the road 
is a thing of the past for the medium- 
sized towns for next season, at any rate, 
and with no chance of the legitimate 
attraction playing there, he has double 
ammunition to build up his campaign 
if the producers will let the original 
Broadway titles alone. 

In taking a glance over some of the 
future releases for the next few months 
among the leading producers, one finds 
many Broadway successes. They are at 
present known by their original titles. 
Under what titles they will reach the 
screen its a matter of doubt. Paramount 
seems to realize that the value of the 
origina] title is of vast importance to 
the exhibitor, and seldom changes the 
title of an original Broadway play when 
brought to the screen. 


Among the list of Broadway successes 
scheduled for the screen shortly, there 
are found Rain or Shine, The Bad Man, 
Forever After, The Fortune Teller, Girl of 
the Golden West, Common Clay, The 
Fatal Wedding, Liliom, So This Is Lon- 
don, Good.

The offering is called 
A Golden Gate Revue, and almost the 
entire action takes place before an artis- 
tically designed setting representing 4 
California vista, looking from a typical 
mission away off into a beautiful green 
valley.

The offering is not unlike Heidt's 
vaudeville vehicle except that the staging 
is done on a lavish scale, in keeping with 
the Publix idea. And the work of the 
ensemble proved to be the most effective 
piece of staging and talent showing we 
have seen at the ace Publix house this 
season. They vocalized an interesting 
number based on a crew race, combining 
a stock shot thrown on a transparent 
scrim, thru which concerted precision 
rowing movement of the boys could be 
seen in silhouet, and received a big 
hand. One boy put over a skating dance 
routine to big results. There are severa) 
special numbers which were received 
with repeated show-stopping hands. The 
Florodora sextet stunt received many 
laughs, as also did the imitation calliope 
number. The medley of numbers, all of 
which are based on rivers, made a big 
hit, and the three blind mice bit was a 
treat. The boys also performed a pre- 
cision tap routine in showmanly style. 
Lobo took first honors for his almost 
human understanding, and the offering 
comes to a climactic finale in the playing 
of The Bells of St. Mary’s, wherein the 
chimes choruses and the scenic bells were 
vociferously received. These boys could 
stay at this stand all summer and pack 
them in, Cc.

managers of these companies express themselves as being satisfied 
that the next fall season will see things open up for tabloid attrac- 
tions. We doubt, however, if any of these managers can offer one good 
reason why conditions should be any better in the tabloid field in the 
fall than they are at the present time. 


And glue this in your jbatband. Conditions in the tabloid fleld are 
not going to be a darn bit better next fall than they have been the season 
just ended, unless the managers take it upon themselves to make things 
better for themselves. There’s nothing in the cards to show that the 
skies will suddenly pop blue for the tabloid attractions in the fall, and 
that the field will become a veritable gold mine for tabloid shows of all 
kinds. 


There are many things that must be settled during the summer 
months, before the tabloid game can hope to run along smoothly next 
fall and winter. First of all there must be an organization of some sort 
of circuit to handle this type of show. Without circuit booking, a man- 
ager cannot hope to go very far. Wildcatting a show is risky business 
and much too uncertain. 


Ard now that practically all managers are reconciled to the fact 
that tab. shows of the future must be prepared to play in conjunction 
with sound films, many of the managers must change their stage offer- 
ings to be able to compete with the talkies. Some of the tripe offered by 
the various shows in the past just about m4de the grade in the silent 
houses, and could never hope to compete with the talkie programs. Only 
the more progressive managers, who have kept their shows up with the 
times, can hope to continue as they have been. 


The only way to iron out «he above problems and many others which 
affect the tabloid business is to held a meeting of managers, bookers and 
theater operators, such as Homer Neer, of the Gus Sun Booking Ex- 
changes, stated recently that his firm was sponsoring, to be held early in 
August, at a place not yet decided upon. 


The time for the proposed meeting is only two months off. There- 
fore, we would suggest that the Sun office mail out the invitations as 
soon as possible, so those concerned will have no excuse for not at- 
tending. Such a meeting is vital to the tabloid game, and there is no 
time to be lost. 


YOUNGSTOWN, O., May 24—Fred 
Hurley, one of the best known tabloid 
managers in the business, and who for a 
time had three miniature musical come- 
dies out during the past winter season, 
closed his stock burlesque show at the 
Princess Theater here last Saturday 
night, while his other attraction, the

season at the Band Box Theater in 
Springfield, O., recently. 

The Hurley attraction moved into the 
Princess here several months ago, follow- 
ing in the Facts and Figures Company, 
headed by Lew Beckridge, and business, 
with the exception of the last several 
weeks, has been satisfactory.

the fourth row. All this with the city 
marshal sitting calmly in his seat near 
me, and the city night police nowhere 
in evidence on the outside. 

“When a town accepts a license fee 
from a show it seems that the show man- 
ager should be entitled to protection 
against such hoodlums, and I believe 
Manager Wight could recover damages 
from our city for not getting the proper 
protection. I am ashamed to think that 
I live in a town that permits such a 
state of affairs to exist.”

VERYBODY interested in the preservation of the spoken play will 

wish Henry Duffy speedy relief from his financial difficulties. 

Duffy has not profited by his too generous contributions to the 
theater, but the whole West Coast is in his debt. Lovers of the 
in-the-flesh drama are indebted to him for several glorious seasons 
of stock productions in half a dozen cities. 


One of the most urgent and obvious needs of the dramatic stock 
theater is special exploitation. Special exploitation is something com- 
paratively new to stock. Just a few years ago, legitimate stunts devised 
to draw free publicity, and freak advertising as well, were frowned upon by 
stock managers and stock actors as beneath the dignity of the stock 
theater. 


Singularly enough, the wildest, weirdest, most sensational advertising 
tricks were at that time being played by the press agents of the greatest 
dramatic stars on Broadway and on the road. There was no criticism 
of any method employed by the publicity getters of the gods and 
goddesses of the drama. 


The stock producer's deference to the conventions cost him, plenty 
at the bor office before he woke up. Even after he had come to realize 
the necessity for more and better advertising stunts, he was too conserva- 
tive, cautious. Many stocks tried nothing more radical to draw business 
than the two-for-one for the opening performance of each bill, a lure 
used by the 10-20-30 rep. shows half a century ago. Dont take it for 
granted that your community has seen your shows, appreciates the merit 
of plays and players, and that it is not necessary to use anything beyond 
the stereotyped display and readers in the local dailies. 


Of course, there’s a limit to everything. Reasonable discretion is im-

This will, without doubt, be the big- 
gest and most important convention the 
S. A. M. has ever held. Already reserva- 
tions have been made by many of the 
most prominent men in magic.

Many new effects in magic 
will be shown for the first time. 

The names of men who are to appear 
from outside assemblies is being kept 
more or less in the dark, as it is planned 
to keep the boys guessing until] just 
about the last days previous to the con- 
vention.

During 1929 only 16 per 
cent of the gross takings of Australian 
picture houses went out of Australia, 
the balance being distributed in this 
country.

£50,000 in £1 shares. Activities will 
shortly commence. There are but few 
local companies active in this sphere 
and those who have wares to offer have 
entered them in the Commonwealth 
Government's £10,000 film competition. 

Hoyts new Plaza Theater opened on 
Saturday last. This is the latest addi- 
tion to Sydney's picture theaters, and 
was accorded a brilliant premiere. The 
Plaza, of Spanish design, has the entire 
seating on the one level and highly em- 
bellished with exquisite tapestries; high 
ceiling, with deep rafters gaily colored 
and novel lighting effects.

Just at present there is one of these ex- 
a lot at 163d street and Hoe 
avenue, suffered to operate its Ferris Wheel, 
Airplane Ride, Merry-Go-Round and other 
devices because a portion of its profits will 
be paid to St. Athanasius Church, Fox and 
Tiffany streets. 

Raucous imitations of are among 
the “attractions” at this carnival and, as a 
result, residents of the immediate neighbor- 
hood are complaining bitterly. They say~ 


hibitions in 


“music” 
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and they are right—that theirs is a resi- 
dential section and that they are entitled 
to as much peace and quict in their homes 
as the din of near-by traffic permits. 

But thus far, their protests have been vain 
and the carnival goes merrily on, making 
some money for the church and (probably) 
much more money for the people operat- 
ing it. 

Just why this acute form of public nui- 
sance is permitted within the city’s bound- 
aries is difficult to ascertain. As an amuse- 
ment feature, it certainly isn’t needed. WE 
HAVE THEATERS ENOUGH TO PRO- 
VIDE RECREATION FOR ALL OF 
THE POPULATION OF EVEN THIS 
GREAT BOROUGH. 

And surely the official who grants a per- 
mit for such an enterprise in a residential 
section must realize that it will be a source 
of aggravation to many citizens. 

According to reports current Saturday 
night, John J. Daly, leader of the Fifth 
Assembly District for the Democratic Party, 
is one of the sponsors of the 163d street 
carnival. If this assumption is incorrect, we 
shall be happy to set Mr. Daly straight with 
the people of his district. If, however, he 
actually stands behind and approves the un- 
dertaking that has annoyed the neighbor- 
hood, we say that he might be engaged far 
more happily and wisely, 

It often happens that a most commendable 
institution requires funds. - But if the 
methods it adopts to obtain those funds are 
distasteful to the neighbors, we believe that 
it defeats its own purpose. 

The friendly regard of the people of the 
vicinity is far more of an asset than a per- 
centage of the money collected from a casni- 
val show. 


You will note that we have placed emphasis on 
the sentence: “We have theaters enough to provide 
recreation for all of the population of even this 
great borough.” Why? Because in making that 
statement the paper gives away the intent that 
prompted its unjust and unwarranted attack on 
carnivals. 


Does even the powerful and respected Bronx 
Home News intimate that it is part of its function 
as a free and independent newspaper to dictate to 
its readers what does and does not constitute 
amusement for them? What difference does it make 
how many THEATERS the Bronx has? Or does 
The Bronx Home News realize that a carnival is 
as different from theatrical entertainment as day 
is from night? 

We believe, and we think The Bronx Home 
News should realize it, that if the people of the 
Bronx want carnivals, and show that they want 
them by supporting them, then it is no business of 
the newspaper to interfere. Why is the newspaper 
so interested in promoting the cause of the thea- 
ters? We'll bite. 

At any event, it happens that there is a “peculiar” 
angle to this incident in the Bronx: 

It seems that two gentlemen who operate the 
Allerton Theater in that bustling borough com- 
plained to the License Bureau that the appearance 
of the Frank J. Murphy Shows would interfere with 
THEIR business and so they petitioned that a 
license be refused the show. 

To back up their claims they submitted a list of 
business men of the district who, they said, were 


opposed also to the showing of the carnival. This, 
they believed, would clinch their argument, 
They didn’t figure, however, that Mr. Murphy 


is a fighting outdoor showman. They didn’t for a 
minute think that Mr. Murphy might take their 
list of names and investigate them himself. But 
that is just what he did. What did he discover? 
THAT THESE NAMES WERE THOSE OF 
TAXI DRIVERS. NO BUSINESS MEN WERE 
REPRESENTED. WHEN HE DID CALL ON 
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THE LOCAL MERCHANTS HE WAS TOLD 


THAT THEY FAVORED THE SHOWING OF 
THE CARNIVAL. THEY STATED IT WOULD 
STIMULATE THEIR BUSINESS, 

We admire Mr. Murphy for his fighting spirit 
and we wonder if The Bronx Home News gave as 
much space to the TRUTH of the matter as it did 
to the editorial printed above. 

There was a grave injustice done to the Frank 
J. Murphy Shows, however, which apparently can- 
not be righted. The litigation forced this carnival 
to remain idle for eight full days. Who is going 
to pay the salaries and other expenses for those 
eight days? Are the two theater operators?

At this time when the legitimate theater needs a 
helping hand to guide it thru lean times, Equity 
has stepped forward with a sane and sound plan 
that deserves the deepest consideration of every 
producer, 

But we hope that the influence of Equity’s sug- 
gestion will go further. We trust that the other 
great unions associated with the theater will sce 
the light and offer their co-operation in carrying 
the burden that wearies the shoulders of the com- 
mercial drama.

Fditor The Btllboard: 

Your editorial in this week's issue of The 
Billboard (May 17) has done me a great 
injustice. I am absolutely innocent of this, 
and why didn't you wait until you heard 
from me before you inserted your editorial 
criticizing me? If I had received your regis- 
tered mail I would have been more than 
glad to have answered you and given you 
my side of the story. I don’t understand 
why The Billboard should criticize me and 
make me lose a perfectly good job over it. 
Your editorial has caused me to lose a 
position that I just started on. 

These are the facts: In the first place I 
was just the agent of the show, not one of 
the owners or officials. I went into Yazoo 
City, signed the Legion up in good faith, 
mailed the contract to the show, asking the 
show to confirm the contract, which had a 
clause to be verified by Mr. Wunder or Mr. 
Baldwin, who are managers and owners of 
the Lee Bros.’ Shows and who should be 
criticized instead of me, 

I left Yazoo City and went to Memphis 
and made arrangements for the show there— 
I was not in Canton, didn’t know anything 
about them passing up Yazoo City until the 
show came into Memphis and wanted to 
show there, and I asked them then what 
was the trouble that they passed up Yazoo 
City. Mr. Wunder told me he had trouble 
with the State Tax Department and that 
was the reason he left the State. That 
evening I resigned in Memphis and was 
working for another show until your edi- 
torial came out and caused me to lose this 
position. 

In your editorial you claim that you wrote 
me and asked me to give the show's side of 
the story. Why didn’t you write to Wunder 
or Baldwin at the same time? Am I to be 
criticized and suffer for what they have 
done to others? As soon as I found out 
what they had done I resigned and got 
myself a new job. 

You have known me long enough to realize 
that I make my living that way and that I 
am not in the habit of canceling contracts, 
but it seems to me that somebody in the 
Billboard Publishing Company must have a 
personal grievance against me. 

Now, according to your editorial I am 
going to give you a few facts that the 
Legion did not tell you upout: 

I made the contract with the Legion—Mr. 
Wunder and Mr. Baldwin had nothing to 
do about it. 

As far as me sending a second man and 
banner man in there, I didn’t have anything 
to do with that, as the back end of the 
show always takes care of that. 

I still can’t understand why you didn’t try 
to get in touch with me thru an ad in 
The Billboard, saying that you wanted to 
hear from me instead of sending registered 
mail to Memphis when I wasn’t there to 
receive it. 

How many times have agents made con- 
tracts and the shows have turned around and 
refused to confirm them or canceled them? 
Why didn’t The Billboard investigate my 
side of the story instead of taking the 
Legion's word for all of it? Just at this 
writing a friend showman of mine has in- 
formed me that Elmer Yates, the second 
man, who went into Yazoo City, is really the 
cause of all this trouble and he is the one 
that is putting the Legion up to put this 
propaganda out. That's for you to inves- 
tigate and form your own opinion.

No doubt you received the first letter I 
sent you the other day and hope you have 
given it plenty of consideration and also 
shown it to the right parties. I also want 
you to show them this letter.

Here is information I just received by 
wire this morning about Elmer Yates, the 
special agent, who is the cause of the whole 
propaganda down there, ar’ Mr. Wunder, 
who is the manager of th row, who are 
both guilty of the affair down there. These 
reasons and facts show why they are guilty: 

Mr. Wunder should have notified them by 
mail or wire that he wasn’t going to: play 
the town, and he should have never let 
Elmer Yates go to Yazoo City. 

I understand from the information I got 
that Yates went into Yazoo City and 
solicited the banners and used that money 
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to have a good time. 

Why did Mr. Yates use this money and 
spend it when he had no business to, and 
when he found out the show wasn’t coming 
to town? Why didn’t he refund that money 
to the merchants he got the banners from? 

Now, Mr. Corey in his letter to you didn’t 
Siate what Mr. Yates did with the money 
or who got it. Am I responsible for Mr. 
Yates’ or Mr. Wunder’s actions when I am 
miles away booking the show? Do you think 
now that you gave me a fair break in this 
matter until you heard from me? You can 
get in touch with Mr. Yates at his home 
at Hinton, W. Va., to verify these facts. 
Also, why don’t you ask Mr. Corey or Mr. 
Jenny if I misrepresented anything to them 
while I was there personally? 

In your editorial you state that you are 
bringing it to the attention of the outdoor 
show world. Why didn’t you do that first 
before you condemned me and got the facts 
first and let some real honest-to-goodness 
showmen or managers hear my side instead 
of taking people's word that you don’t even 
know. Just because they are members of the 
Legion, how do you know that I am not a 
member of the Legion? 

In case I am found innocent of these 
charges, who is going to rectify these mis- 
takes, because I am positively going thru 
with this, as I am innocent of the whole 
thing and won't stand to be made the

George Baldwin Replies 


Editor The Billboard: 

In this week's issue of The Billboard (May 
17) you have given me and the show I have 
been connected with a full page of noise, and 
the reason for that has been that you have 
heard one side of a story which paints the 
Lee Bros.’ Shows very black. I will ask 
you, in justice to myself alone, to allow 
me the privilege of stating my side of this 
story that you have been so good to publish. 
Before I explain anything about the contract 
that you claim the Lee Bros.’ Shows had 
with the American Legion of Yazoo City, 
Miss., I wish to make myself known to you 
and those who are interested in the outdoor 
show world that do not know me. 

I have been in the show business, in all 
branches, both inside and outside, since 1895, 
which is 35 years; maybe a little longer than 
some who might want to tell me how to run 
my end of the business. My first experience 
was in the old dime museum days when 
showfolks were respected. In 1902 I spent 
my first season with a carnival—maybe you 
might remember the P. J. Mundy and Frank 
Gaskill shows, the best and finest carnival 
ever on the road—and then while I was only 
a youngster I was the boss of one of the best 
shows on the outfit, known then as Wild 
Rose, the Yucatan Monkey Girl, who at that 
time was the best known single attraction on 
the road. 

After being with the show for part of two 
seasons I got my first circus experience with 
the Walter L. Main Fashion Plate Shows, 
staying with them until the St. Louis World's 
Fair. I was the only man able to place a 
freak show on the fair and stayed there 
until the close of same on St. Louis Day. 
I then went to the Forepaugh & Sells Bros.’ 
Shows, then Pawnee Bill's Wild West and 
Great Far East, the Miller Bros.’ 101 Ranch 
Real Wild West (taking the Mexican trip 
with them) and the Pawnee Bill & Buffalo 
Bill Shows Combined. After leaving the 
last-mentioned shows I started back in the 
carnival business, being assistant manager 
with the T. O. Moss Shows for two years 
and the manager of the George Reynolds 
Shows for three years. Since that time I 
have been the manager and owner of the 
Baldwin United Shows, and have been con- 
nected with Wm. FPF. Wunder for the last 
three seasons. 

The reason I have gone into details as I 
have is because I want to bring this one 
thing out: I HAVE NEVER BROKEN A 
SINGLE CONTRACT THAT I SIGNED WITH 
ANY ONE IN 35 YEARS, and I defy even you 
or the American Legion of Yazoo City, Miss., 
to produce a contract with my name signed 
to it. In all of my experience in this busi- 
ness I have never asked The Billboard for 
any advice as to what I should do fn order 
to make a living for myself or any one 
connected with me. I have handled some 


of the best celebrations, fairs, bazaars, mer- 
chants’ exhibits, indoor circuses, and the best 
part of them have been for the American 
Legions thruout the country, and if the true 
facts were known, I guess I have given more 
money to the American Legion Posts since 
1920 than The Billboard has. 


Now as for the date and contract you had 
sO much to say about in Yazoo City, Miss., 
let me state my side of the story: 


Pirst—There never was a contract made 
with L. D. Corey, adjutant, Roy Lammon’s 
Post No. 7, American Legion, Yazoo City, 
Miss., signed or approved by me. While 
showing Meridian, Miss., for the American 
Legion, of that city, my advance agent, 
Robert Kline, went to Yazoo City to look 
the town over and see if he could get a con- 
tract, as I wanted to play that city to 
follow Meridian. While looking things over 
in Yazoo City, the mayor of the town and 
the editor of one of the leading newspapers 
had a battle and one of them was killed. 
Kline came back to the show and explained 
things as he saw them, and said the town 
people were up in arms and he thought best 
to pass the town up. After reading the 
newspapers of Jackson, Miss., and seeing 
what did happen, I called the spot off and 
sent Kline into Canton, Miss., where he made 
@ contract with the American. Legion of 
Canton to follow the Meridian date. 

We went to Canton and set up on the city 
park for the Legion and played for them 
the full week. While playing Canton Kline 
had his second man, a Mr. Elmer Yates, go 
over to Yazoo City and see how things looked 
then. Yates came back to the show and the 
next day Kline went back with him to Yazoo 
City and stayed there two days. When he 
came back he told me that he had sent Yates 
to Columbia, Miss., to try and get a contract 
for the week to follow Canton. At that time 
I thought Yates was out of Yazoo City and 
Kline did not tell me that he had made a 
contract with the Legion there. On Friday 
of that week Mr. Wunders and Kline started 
to go to Columbia, but while on the road 
Kline suggested that they drive over to 
Yazoo City. While there they went to a hotel 
and found Yates in a room. They tried to 
get some information out of him and finally 
found out that he had decided to stay there 
and then told Wunders that they had 
signed a contract. Wunders tried to find 
someone connected with the Legion so that 
they would talk it over and if Yates had 
collected any money to make him give it 
back. 

Wunders and Kline came back and told me 
what had happened, then I told Wunders to 
let me get Yates to come to Canton. Satur- 
day afternoon Yates came to Canton and 
said that he had given the contract (I have 
mever seen it yet) back to the Legion and 
that he had given what money he had col- 
lected back to the people he got it from. I 
was not satisfied with what he told me, so 
on Saturday night Wunders, Kline, Dutch 
Radcliff and Charles Sutton went to Yazoo 
City to see the Legion and when they got 
to the hotel there was Yates with several 
local men. He told Wunders then that he had 
spent all the money and would stay there 
and make it good. None of the Legion men 
could be found. I stayed on the lot in Can- 
ton and saw that the show was taken down 
and started to load when we were stopped. 

We stayed on the lot all day Sunday and 
loaded the train Monday. Our R. R. move 
was made to Memphis as I made up my 
mind to get out of Mississippi as conditions 
were bad. I knew we could show at Mem- 
phis so Tuesday we moved out. Now I did 
not send any wires or letters, nor did not 
phone to Yazoo City, because I knew that 
I had never signed any contract to play the 
town, and after Wunders had been over there 
several times and could not see anyone that 
he could talk to in regards to the contract 
that Yates and Kline said they made, and 
since Yates had told Wunders that he had 
given the contract back and that he would 
stay there and give what money he had re- 
ceived back I thought that the matter was 
closed and forgot all about it. 

As long as I have been on the road and 
as long as I have been dealing with the 
public I have never done one thing that I 
am ashamed of, and I have never done busi- 
ness with any show or persons that I could 
not do business with again. I have made 
money in this business and I have lost 
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plenty. When I made money, it had no value 
to me, and when I lost money I took my 
losses and tried over again. In closing, I 
want to say that if Mr. L. D. Corey, of the 
American Legion of Yazoo City, Miss., has a 
contract with the Lee Bros.’ Shows, signed 
or approved by me, and will send the same 
to The Billboard, or will prove that he talked 
to me over the phone or that I told him 
the show would be in his city on Monday 
or Tuesday, as was stated in The Billboard, 
I will sell everything on the show to pay 
him dollar for dollar with interest. 

If anyone has done the American Legion 
of Yazoo City, Miss.. any wrong thru the 
Lee Bros.’ Shows, it is Elmer Yates and 
Robert Kline, and not me, and they are the 
ones who should be put on the carpet. As 
far as The Billboard not wanting to take any 
of my ads in the future, I will say that I 
have never misrepresented anything in the 
hundreds of ads that I*have put in the sheet; 
I have never told an untruth in any writeups 
T signed my name to as yet in The Bill- 
board; I have never misled anyone thru 
advertising in 35 years and don’t intend to 
now. I got along fine and dandy before I 
ever heard of The Billboard and I guess if 
I live 100 years I can get along without The 
Billboard. 

Now, Mr. Editor, if you want to be fair 
and square, do not pencil this, my answer 
to your editorial, and I will leave it to the 
public to decide. Whenever I have an ad to 
place in your paper, and I send you the 
money for same, and the proposition I adver- 
tise is bonafide and I do not misquote in 
said ad I will expect you to place it in The 
Billboard the same as any other advertising 
matter that is proper, and if you refuse to 
publish same then it is up to me to see 
if you are right or wrong. Let’s hear from 
anyone interested in the above matter. Any- 
thing I have said above I stand ready to 
prove, and if The Billboard wants names or 
organizations that I have done business with 
since I have been in the business all they 
have to do is to ask and they shall receive.

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Amusement Parks Must Be Clean 


N the daily routine of a driving and restless 
American life there is a call for respite, 
a yearning for a haven of retreat, where 
cares may be unshadowed. We are living 
in a day thrice that that was the privilege 
of our grandparents of two generations 

ago. The 14-hour workday has been relegated, and 

in its place we have one of three divisions. Today 
work, recreation and rest is the enterna] tripartite 
that rules a balanced existence. 

In the recreational zone of life our American 
amusement parks are developing a field of service, a 
twilight vista pictured by animate rejuvenation. 

Without due recreational and amuserrent facilities 
life would fiow at a low ebb of listless, dull monotony 
not unlike the chilled lava of a Vesuvius. 

The spirit of youth will not down. Centuries 
ago from across the seas came stern-visaged men 
in quest of the fountain of youth. That same yearn- 
ing springs eternal in the human breast. The spirit 
of the circus that used to come into child life and 
burst forth omce a year, now comes for a season’s 
stay. The amusement park today provides for youth 
a vibrant tonic that buoys and builds for the long 
summer, when the cares and toils of school-life days 
demand a satisfying respite. Here is the field and 
function of the modern amusement park. Here are 
avenues that shall be guarded. The waters shall be 
of drinking purity. Flaming youth may burn up 
money somewhere, but it shall Not be upon an un- 
worthy aitar of an amusement park. 

The test of the element of a safe swimming pool 
is that the water shall be of drinking purity. That, 
too, is a safe test of the atmosphere uf an amusement 
park. The avepues of amusement shall be kept 
well within the bounds that make for clean, moral 
health of the normal youth. 


Protect the Purity of Youth 


The amusement park shall not be a “squatter” in 
anhy place. The. amusement park that lecherously 
6aps at community pocketbooks and flaunts and be- 
smirches clean recreational growth that is the need 
of youth may not only find a hard life and stony 
road ahead, but shall sooner or later feel the sting 
of the swatter. 

The writer once upon a time closed the doors of 
4& theater to the public and ordered the arrest of 
cértain lax abusers of the tender purity of the public 
youth. When public billboards were found adorned 
with conspicuous specimens of nudity that became 
targets for air rifles and arrows, it made clear that 
drastic action be taken. The “swat” that resulted 
Was justified in a court ruling and applauded by the 
public, sufficient to echo back to Metropolitan pro- 
ducers that the purity of youth shall not be be- 
smirched in an overzealous endeavor to make fodder 
for the hungry maw of perverted sex appeal. Verily, 
verily, such shall run the stern gauntlet of the 
“swatter”. 

If your park is to measure up to its mission, it 
must be a place where youth can exhilarate in a 
wholesome atmosphere. The water must be of drink- 
ing purity. If you sponsor such a park, you then 
have a playground for families, Sunday schools and 
church groups. You are then not of the “squatter” 
type, and shall earn your place in the community 
sun. The wheat in full grain overshadows the chaff. 
The dross is refined by the gold. 

The amusement park in community life by its 
atmosphere may command a wholesome prestige. It 
thus shall earn a respectful place along with the 
shops, wholesale houses and commercial emporiums 
of the locality. Its public relations and constructive 
functions will place it in the front line. In such a 
dignity of position in the scheme of community wel- 
fare an amusement park may well capitalize upon 
prestige and lead on into worthy channels. 


Give Public Definite Something 


Not being in the “squatter” class, you must give 
& very definite something to the public. You may 
not convince that a sail on a circle swing will tone 
the assimilating process. that a cyclonic ride will 
rejuvenate a million red corpuscles, that floundering 
in a Whip container is antibilious, that a spin on 
& Seaplane solidifies the eye fibers, that the exhilara. 
tion of a game of skill or target practice soothes per- 
turbed nerves, that shouts of laughter in a fun 
house are a tonic that will take the te@th out of 
unpaid bills. All this may be true and worth herald- 
ing to a more or less skeptic world, and yet it is not 
the evident tangible something that removes you 
from the “squatter” class. 

Here are some of the tangibles: 

A wide open free gate. A gate receipt should no 
more be exacted at a park entrance than at the door 
of an uptown toy store. 

There needs be a playground for children, with 
Slides, swings, tournovers, sand pits, seesaws and 
whatnots, all free and supervised. 

You shall provide a clean, attractive park, with 
ribboned walks, amid the ramifications of rides and 
concessions. 

You shall not only provide the shade of tree and 
@ilhouettes of shrubbery with secluded nooks and 
brambles. 

There must be a flourish of riotous bloom timed 
for the season. The azaleas of May, in colorful glory,

shall be followed by the sterner lupines and roses 
in June, and in July the season floral pageant calls 
for the matchless iris of gorgeous poppy. For a 
grand finale of the floral tableaux, the cannas may 
lift high a flame of nature amid the scarlet flourishes 
of salvia. Such artistic arrays will effect elemental 
purity. 

Picnic groves with convenient shelter pavilions 
equipped with running water and ample tables are 
one of the tangible assets, while an athletic field is 
an attendant necessity. 

A tangible community asset may be afforded by 
@ small herd of buffaloes rather than an attempted 
menagerie, with all its resulting odors that do not 
accentuate the picnic atmosphere. Of course, a cage 
of monkeys is never out of place. 


From Murky Haze to Sunlight 


Ever keeping in mind the youthful approba- 
tion, the free acts of the arena are very tangible. 
There would be a void in child life of your park if 
a dog and pony show did not appear. And bears, with 
their aptics of laborious precision, attended by fault- 
les8 movements, are ever of interest to old and young, 
Pigs will be pigs, but a fine treat they may afford 
even tho they display little ingenuity. 

An Easter egg hunt, followed by a Decoration-Day 
exposition of bird houses and doll houses, made by 
school pupils, will prove tangibles that will bring 
splendid response. 

Of course, band concerts and fireworks are more 
or less a matter of course and expected periodically 
by an interested public. Try to accentuate by hav- 
ing a series of male choruses from various cities in

your locality, and be surprised by the great bevies of 
strange countenances you will find beaming about. 

Family reunions and picnics galore, with now and 
then a convention or eisteddfod, are evidences of 
your worth to any community, and heralds of tangi- 
bles that will accentuate your park in its earned 
public relations. 


The Squatter Fast Disappearing 


The amusement park sponsoring such tangibles 
becomes a worthy factor as a community builder. 
No hospital or sanatorium can proffer more of an 
antidote to a deteriorating body and mind than can 
a modern, progressive, pulsating amusement park, in 
all its giory of life and action in the midst of scenes 
of beauty and artistic arrays of nature. 

In pence time and in war time, in prosperity or 
in times of adversity, the weil-appointed amusement 
park is a panacea of community cirrhosis of the 
liver and a civic heart stimulant, with no ensuing 
cranial aches nor internal paroxysms of pain. The 
many tangibles of jeweled effulgence now emanating 
from national amusement park life trace unerringly 
to the National Association of Amusement Parks. 
With its splendid personnel of leaders, recrgnizing as 
by a vision the vital planes of service, the park 
businers, once in a murky haze, has been lifted to 
the sunlight. The association is proving a clearing 
house thru which the harvest is winnowed and the 
chaff separated from the golden grain, and where the 
dross is expurgated and threads of gold are woven 


into a solid sheen. The water is filtered to drinking 


purity. 

An amuseMent park under such auspices, and 
proffering tangibles of worth, may with good grace 
open to the world its booths of refreshment and 
halls of mirth along the avenues of rides. Then may 
the clicking of turnstiles make sweet music for the 
alert ear of a conscientious park manager. 

The squatter is a fast disappearing specimen. 
The fell instrument of the swatter has been plied. 
The day of the helter-skelter, untamed and unbridled 
roadside calamity once called a park is gone. The 


hard-boiled, brass-toned, gullible species of managerial 
splutter has either faded or else submitted his 
anatomy to an ample dose of formaldehyde, a re- 
cipient of a liberalized dose of humanized sheep dip, 
followed by a dash of attar of roses. ‘Thus today 
we are reassured by some wondrous transforma- 
tions, revealing the average park Man on solid 
footing. 

In proffering the tangibles of good will, it should 
not be done in the spirit of casting your bread upon 
the waters amid a ballyhoo of gesticulations while 
standing by to await its being swept back ere the 
crust is moistened. The crowd may not be beguiled as 
by a drum-beating purveyor of rattlesnake oil, whose 
morrow will be in the next county. 

In my boyhood days there came to town a cer- 
tain doctor, engaged in dispensing a household 
remedy, which in its day was accepted by the town 
and countryside folk in general. The doctor came 
as unfailingly as the blue birds of springtime. His 
coming was well instituted. He did not inflict upon 
his audiences smutty trombone butchers. He wisely 
made use of the wit and jeweled arts of a prince of 
the muse. It was none other than the immortal J. 
Whitcomb Riley who richly amused and entertained 
the crowds. The doctor knew his psychology. Not 
many years later throngs crowded the largest audi- 
toriums to imbibe of the rich poetic strains that 
came from the lips of this famed poet; when he ap- 
peared “in person”, 


Fear No Church Opposition 


With parks as with apples, a bad ome does great 
damage to all in close proximity. Good ones may 
remain good only by deletion, a cutting out of the 
rottenness. Every grafting game must go the way 
of the “dirty show” by walking the plank. No game 
should operate that gyps the player. If the game does 
not amuse or fascinate the patron, he will go away 
dissatisfied, even tho he submergect his feelings 
meekly. No amusement park can afford to tolerate 
such. The water shall be of drinking purity. 

Thanks to the blazed way of many of our nation- 
ally known amusement parks, there is now an ele- 
vated plane of action and a creed that's firm as rock. 
Squelched has been the collarless, bewlaiskered bally- 
hooers, who once barked along the shilly-shally mid- 
way of rowdyism. The “fly-by-night” promoter of 
uncertain brands of moral stigma, along with his 
attendant coterie of bickering, half-baked conces- 
Sionaires, are on the way to‘oblivion, while the up- 
to-date amuseMent park, basking in the light of 
recreational cieanliness, is coming into its own. 

An amusement park keeping as «, guiding star 
its mission to fill the hearts of children with joy and 
striving to make its patrons its guests need not fear 
the opposition of churches. There is no reason why 
& park man may not be a good churchman, The s0- 
called “blue laws” are tempered with a good measure 
of justice, and the teeth thereof need have no terrors 
arankling in the breasts of those who strive to keep 
their amusement parks within the bounds of their 
worthy mission. Opposition or disaster may come 
from a defiance of public opinion, or from a per- 
sistent course against the community tide, a muddy- 
ing of the waters. If you have the uplift agencies 
and churches against you, then there’s a reason. 
Some ministers may grow overzealous, but let no 
park man presume the churches to be wrong. From 
any studied analysis of things, the churches today 
stand as a bulwark of safety for our very civiliza- 
tion. The State needs the churches of the land a5 
never before.. A century ago Daniel Webster said 
whatever mates a man a churchman makes him 4 
good citizen. That is more true today, 

There should be no conflict between agencies of 
spiritual growth and of recreational ministration. 
Along with commercial) and educational forward 
strides needs march, shoulder to shoulder, the nur- 
turing stewards of spiritual and recreational needs. 


Building Park-Drawing Account 


Stand forth ye park men and keep yourselves !D 
harmony with the park creed. Sense the needs of 
your community. March in the front line of civic 
movements. Shake off the inferior complex and 
take the initiative. Hold your own in luncheon club, 
lodge or church. Make your park a community cen- 
ter in a broad sense whenever possible. If you have 
& program of Easter-egg hunts, doll and bird-house 
exposition, fireworks, concerts, mardi gras, reunions 
and conventions, you will then be taxed to care for 
the picnics that vie for reservations. If you are 5° 
situated in matter: of transportation facility, offer 
young America under 14 years a one-day pass, good 
to ride to and from your park fof a penny. Gran‘ 
a three-cent day on the park rides, and be surprised 
by the seething animation of childish enthusiasm 
you wili have on your bands. For reasons this event 
doubtless should be scheduled for just prior to the 
opening of schools. 

Again would I recount the tangibles upon which 
ah amusement park must build for stability. I 
opening up a bank account upon which you may 
draw, you must first deliver a cash deposit, This 
initial credit will avail little, unless you secure suc- 
cessive and periodic credits. It is thus with the 
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The One-Act Play In Vaudeville | 


HE object here is not to attempt to de- 
termine the one-act play’s place in the 
vaudeville sun. Those gentlemen who 
ehape the destinies of the varieties not 
only keep thetr finger on the public's 
pulse, but have an ear to the ground as 

well. They detect the first faint tremor of demand. 
When Vox Populi manifests a desire for anything, the 
voice is sure of being heard; and so, if the playlet 
is wanted in vaudeville, it will come, not thru au- 
thorities real or imaginary discussing the pros and 
cons in print, but because these self-same gentlemen, 
with the acute feeling, know it is good business to 
give their pay guests what they want, when they 
want it, 

Why then discuss the situation at all? If the 
one-act play has no place in vaudeville and the 
Little Theater's love for its first-born has grown cold, 
and the group now making eyes at itsgolder big 
brother, the full-length play, so that there is little 
or no interest remaining in the tabloid play, let's 
just admit that the poor child died of natural 
cause, and let it go at that. Occasionally some of 
its former lovers may write a memorial notice. Some 
sentimental old beau may even wax eloquent in 
praise of the dear departed, but why hold a post- 
mortem? That will not restore life. 

But the body may have been willed to a theatrical 
clinic, and the dissection may be a benefit to the 
drama of the future; so let’s have a look at the re- 
mains. Careful analysis may even show that the 
thing is not dead at all, but only undergoing some 
form of suspended life. 


Always Led a Hard Life 


The one-act play always led a hard life. It has 
been repeatedly left at the roadsidé in a condition 
considered beyond recovery. Little wonder then that 
this last blow should be thought fatal, but the one- 
act play is a glutton for punishment, and ever since 
Molinar began writing little dramatic pieces to amuse 
the kings of France, this abused, battered and beaten 
youngster has been bobbing up in the theater, alive 
and kicking, and crying for more. It has even had 
the effrontery to claim a place in literature. 

In America, the short play's first mission Was as 
a curtain raiser or afterpiece. It was used in this 
way for two purposes. First, the public of yesterday 
demanded more for its money, at least as far as 
quantity was concerned, than Mr. and Mrs. Theater- 
goer do today. Audiences arrived at the playhouse 
early, and the manager had to provide some sort 
of entertainment to keep his customers amused be- 
fore the regular bill bégan, and the public then liked 
versatility in its stars. That was before the day of 
types, when the art of makeup was important, and so 
it Was considered good business to present them in 
two vastly different roles the same evening. If the 
full-length play was a tragedy, an afterpiece was 
employed to show what a good comedian the favorite 
actor was, and vice-versa. 

Little by little the short vehicles gained in favor 
and soon created a place for themselves, and that 
place reached its height in vaudeville, Not so many 
years ago a bill was not complet®@ without q sketch, 
and these sketches, as they were often called, created 
an attractive market for recognized authors. Many 
of the best writers, both here and abroad, gave much 
of their time to short-play writing. J. M. Barrie, 
Bernard Shaw, Augustus Thomas, Channing Pollock, 
Austin Strong, Richard Harding Davis, Eugene Wal- 
ter and Paul Armstrong were only a few of the 
authors represented on vaudeville programs, and Gil- 
bert and Sullivan and Leo Palle were among the 
notables to write short musical pieces. 

The law of supply and demand is the same in the 
theater as it is anywhere else. Here was real dé- 
mand, but it was thought one that could be easily 
filled. A day’s work for some penny-a-liner, a week's 
rehearsal, a long route, and the same results, with 
lower royalty for the balance of the season. 


Hack Writers Hurt Game 


The whole army of hack writers began turning 
out one-act plays. Vaudeville knew much more about 
many things than it did of the dramatic construc- 
tion and technique, and so by degrees the men who 
could write and would write as long as there Was & 
market for what they wrote were crowded out of the 
theater by the men who had no knowledge or ability 
of the dramatic writing game. Of course the influx 
was not all bad, and several unknowns proved their 
writing mettle, and since then have taken their places 
among the mighty. However, the grade of one-act 
plays grew lower and lower, and their popularity 
shrank even faster. The star as a billtopper didn’t 
help; in fact, in most cases it hurt. There was an 
idea that the vaudeville fan only wanted to see the 
big names out of curiosity and that the vehicle did 
not matter; any old collection of words would do. 
The result was a series of atrociously bad short plays 
—ones thatthe star would not have considered playing 
under any circumstances anywhere except in vaude- 
ville. Frequenters of the two-a-day are keen and in- 
telligent; in fact, more alert theatergoers are not to 
be found anywhere. They would not swallow the 
dcse as it was offered them, but their refusal was not 
charged up as a managerial blunder, but as evidence 
that one-act plays were ho longer wanted. 

Large theaters, seating from 2,600 to 4,000 peo- 
ple, are probably the best argument against the one- 
act play in vaudeville. Aside from this, poor plays

and bad acting have done more to make the sketch 
undesirable than anything else. 

If the short play bears the same relation to the 
ordinary drama that the short story does to the novel, 
it would seem to argue that the tabloid drama would 
have had the saMe increase in popularity as the 
short story. This result has not obtained, for the 
simple reason that magazines still make it worth 
while for the better authors to contribute to them, 
while the one-act play has practically no outlet other 
than the Little Theater. 

It may be said that there are still the old plays 
that may be drawn upon, but how many plays, 
whether in one act or four, will stand the test of 
time? An old-fashioned play is like an old-fashioned 
frock—-all right in its day, but styles and tastes 
change. Few revivals are successful, and when they 
are, if is 10 to 1 it is because of the all-star cast and 
not the script. 


Vaudeville Was the Mecca 


At the time that tabloid dramas seemed to be 
secure, not Only the best authors, but the best pro- 
ducers, actors and directors, were engaged in their 


/presentation, New York had a duplicate of the Thea- 


ter Antoine and the Theater Des Capucisnes. The 
Washington Square Players not only produced several 
standard short works, but developed much excellent 
new material. It must not be forgotten that Eugene 
O'Neill practically had his first works produced by 
this company. The affairs of the Princess Theater 
were in the hands of the late Holbrook Blinn and 
William A. Brady, and such eminent theatrical figures 
as David Belasco produced short plays. 

Vaudeville, however, was the mecca. One au- 
thority of the early period even went so far as to 
declare: “Vaudeville’s claim to the consideration of

intelligent people rests largely upon these tabloid 
comédies and dramas. The vogue of these clever 
little plays makes a step forward in the possibilities 
of the two-a-day.” 

The theater is, of course, built on shifting sands. 
What is in favor today may be obsolete tomorrow. 
Nothing else on the stage, however, holds the mirror 
up to nature as does the drama; nor with the possi- 
ble exception of music, permits of such infinite 
variety. Whether it is the talkies, the legitimate 
stage or vaudeville, human emotions are an instru- 
ment which the author, the actor and the producer 
must play upon. 

It woulg seem, therefore, that the collapse of the 
short play is due solely to the fact that the public 
did not like the music that was at played, and 
there can be no other reason for this than the lack 
of skill of the music makers. 


Vast Audience 


Few authors of repute write one-act plays today. 
The few that do have the Little Theater in view, and 
with due regard to the necessary limitations of these 
companies, are content to provide simple, easily pro- 
duced, little narratives, with but a single situation 
reached in a sort of primer Manner. There is an 
enormous public for short plays. They must be plays, 
however, skillfully constructed, cleverly written and 
well acted. Just a lot of dialog with a false situa- 
tion at the end will not do. This end was one of 
the causes for the short play’s demise. No one seemed 
to care about anything but the finish, and that was 
the finish of the whole one-act play enterprise. One 
actor was required to ring down at the point where 
the most applause came, without bringing the story 
to a logical conclusion 

Audiences soon tired of — bored for 18 
minutes in order to get a single thrill at the end. 
Many of these plays were so impossible that to cover 


their shortcomings, producers devised innumMerable 


tricks to get them over, the favorite of these 


to have a character, generally a moving-picture di- 
rector, come thru the audience when the play was 
over and declare the action terrible and that the 
picture would have to be taken over again. 

This trick served once or twice, and then was 
useless. The fact that the public failed to respond 
to it over and over again was charged as further 
evidence that audiences had tired of the one-act 
play. 

Mark Twain said: “A short story is a novel in the 
cradle.” The simile is rather generally applied to 
the one-act play. The one-act play is, of course, the 
infant of the theater, and while it is a decidedly 
husky youngster, it is still so young that one man’s 
cpin‘on about it is just as good as another’s, and 80 
far no authority on the one-act play has come to 
light who may be accepted as final. 

One thing sure, however, is that a play is a play 
regardless of its length. There is no more excuse for 
slovenly writing, faulty construction or disregard of 
technique in a one-act play than there is in an 
artist believing that a miniature may be inferior to 
a large picture. 

There is a lack of fine one-act plays because many 
of the established authors believe that here is somé- 
thing to be dashed off between the salad and the 
coffee. The young writer has been taught to think 
that this field is merely a proving ground for bigger 
things, and considers the playlet a class-room 
product; and, as before stated, there is no longer a 
demand for one-act plays, either good or bad. 

There have, of course, been many fine 
one-act plays, but these almost without exception 
have been written by authors who took the job of 
writing them seriously. The one-act play that does 
nothing but provide a medium for a star to US8e as 
a@ vaudeville vehicle or to fill the hopper of the 
little theaters just necessarily falls short of its goa! 
—the play complete tn every respect, altho short in 
length. 


Playlets Must Have Meat 


It is absolutely impossible to interest the public 
in a playlet that begins no place, goes nowhere, in 
fact has no purpose. It is Just common sense that a 
situation must be developed before it can be un- 
raveled. That a problem must be created befcre it 
can be explained. That a character must be put 
into a situation before it can be extracted from that 
situation, and, of course, to do these things well in 
a few speeches is no small art. The ideal beginning 
for a one-act play is the first speech in Gallsworthy’s 
The Show. Here in a few sentences is a complete 
drama which may be carried out to a logical, rea- 
sonable and effective solution. 

The one-act play cannot waste time in explaining. 
In the full-length play the first act usually creates 
a situation. In the one-act play just as much situa. 
tion must be created in a few speeches. 

Groups of one-act plays as ap entire évening’s 
amusement fare are dismissed from the theater with 
the managerial claim that an audience cannot easily 
adjust itself to the changing scene and mood created, 
by being compelled to digest three or four different 
plots at the one sitting. If this mental adjustment 
is so difficult, how do the exponents of this theory 
explain the enormous favor of motion picture pro- 
grams and vaudeville bills where the changes aré 
much greater both in number and variety. No 
music lover ever found this trouble with a concert 
of miscellaneous numbers. 

Some one compared the one-act play to a 100- 
yard dash, and the comparison is splendid. In both 
cases a good start is essential. There must be action 
from beginning to end, and a sprint at the finish 
determines the winner. 


What Is a Good One-Act Play? 


What is a gooc oné-act play? What is a good 
play of any length? One tlat interests, amuses and 
entertains—to much the better if it can instruct 
without preaching—and above all it must kindle an 
emotion. However, emotion should not be construed 
as meaning exclusively sacmess and excitement. It 
must be remembered that emotions respond to 
humor, wit and even legitimate hokum. Many young 
authors write successful plays, and there is no reason 
why the exception should prevail with one-act plays, 
and it does not. Besides O'Neill, James Forbes, 
George Kelly, Edwin Burke, Tommy Barry and sev- 
eral other authors of justly high repute wrote mighty 
ney one-act plays before they wrote long ones. In 

et many of these later expanded into plays in- 
tended to consume an entire evening. But the suc- 
cessful play can only result from serious thinking 
and hard work, and, with few exceptions, it has not 
had either for a long, long time. Then no play is & 
satisfactory performance if poorly acted and badly 
directed. Casting and direction of recent years seem 
to have played no part in producing this type of 
entertainment. So long as these conditions exist, the 
one-act play will be lifeless. Its resurrection de- 
pends upon the nursing as much as it does upon the 
doctor. It cannot get well in an instant, but there 
is still a heart beat, and as long as there's life there's 
hope. The one-act play will regain its strength if it 
is given proper care. 

One final word about the one-act play in vaude- 
ville. There is no denying the fact that at present 
vaudeville does not take any too kindly to the one- 
act play, and vaudeville ts right. Speed is the nects-

Since it was published in The Bill- 
board recently, quoting Eddie Woods 
and Fernie Hubbard, well-known bronk 
riders, suggesting the Rodeo Association 
of America would be doing bronk riders 
something worth while if it would pass 
a law requiring all judges of bronk- 
riding contests at association shows post 
their markings after each day's contest, 
many other contestants are expressing 
themselves in favor of such a rule. 

Hugh Strickland, one of the best- 
known bronk riders and judges in the 
country, is for having such a rule and 
goes further in advocating that all 
judges in bronk contests be former 
brank riders “These champion and 
top-notch bronk riders come to a rodeo, 
often clear across the country from one 
rodeo to another by airplane and fast 
trains, to make the shows, and they 
want fair judging. Let the judges of 
bronk contests be men who have been 
bronk riders and know the fine points 
of judging. No judge should be ashamed 
of his markings on a man and should 
be willing to post his markings each 
day, so that each rider may know just 
where he stands in his average with any 
certain judge,” is the opinion of Strick- 
land. , 

Bronk riders are in no way criticizing 
the R. A. A. They think it is a fine 
thing, and “more power to it” is the 
verdict among these men. With the 
power and prestige the association is 
gaining right along, the bronk riders 
feel it is the organization that can do 
something for their particular branch 
of the profession by securing a ruling 
that will require judges to place up for 
inspection each day of a rodeo, or allow 
the association management to place up, 
the markings on each rider and horse. 
In calf roping and other contests where 
time is the winning point, a man knows 
at once just where he stands. It is not 
always so when it comes to brohk riding, 
and, besides, the contestants, most of 
them, feel they will be given a more 
satisfactory deal all around if their 
markings are made public. 

“FBvery bronk rider following the 
roundups, stampedes and rodeos who 
wants fair play and fair markings will 
be for such a rule,” is the opinion of 
Eddie Woods, Fernie Hubbard (previous- 
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ly quoted on the subject), Earl Thode, 
Bill Sawyer, Johnnie Schneider, Gene 
Ross, Buster Brown, Morris Weidman, 
Kenneth Cooper, Chick Hannon, Turk 
Greenough, Eddie Collins Earvin Collins, 
Harry Drackert, Pete Knight, Smoky 
Snyder, J. Billie Bishop, Fox O'Callahan, 
Johnnie Jordon and other well-known 
bronk riders making the shows thruout 
the country this season. 

These contestants have asked me to 
write The Billboard regarding this move- 
ment to have the R. A. A. and other 
rodeos, not members of the association, 
establish the ruling of posting of mark- 
ings in bronk-riding contests. It’s one 
step higher in fair play for the bronk 
riders. These men have a right to know 
their averages, and if judges should not 
be willing to place up their markings, 
let the association include among its 
rules such a one that will make it 


necessary. 


A SPECIAL ARENA is being built at 
Geneseo, Ill., for the George V. Adams 
Rodeo to be held there under auspices 
of the Shearer Post, American Legion, 
May 31-June 1.

OME park managers look upon the press agent or publicity director 
the same as a hunter looks upon his dog. They want good pub- 
licity directors for which they are willing to pay big money, or they 

want none at all. And so it is with the good hunter as regards the dog. 
There are other park operators who give the ~e end first considera- 
a 


tion and then take what is available for the sa 


ry they are willin 


to pay. And so it is with the hunter who is satisfied with any kind o 
a dog. Then again there are stil! other park men who can’t see the idea 
of a publicity promoter with a field glass and seem satisfied with letting 
their parks advertise themselves, or trusting to luck, so to speak. And 
so it is with the hunter who is satisfied to act as his own dog, regard- 
less of whether he bags any game or not—merely ‘for the sport (and 


mostly walking). 


In a sense park managers are all hunters (for business), but the 
real game hunters will grasp the comparison we have just made better 


than whose who are not. 


A good publicity director will bring out the crowds the same as a 


good dog will fetch out the game. 


If the park has the right kind of 


amusement and recreation features, not to forget courtesy and everything 
else that go with them, it will turn the crowd into money spenders, the 
same as the hunter with a good dog will bring down the game with the 
right kind of gun and ammunition. 


Here again, the old saying, “To make money one must spend money,” 
holds true. If you have THE park, don’t renege on the publicity director 
if you are in business for other than the pleasure (if such it can be 
termed) of it. Another old saying goes, “The best is always the cheapest 
in the end.” Of course, if you haven't the essentiale of a real amusement 
park and expect a first-class press man to put your park over by erag- 
gerated publicity and advertising, you might just as well give up the idea, 
because a deceived public hardly, tf ever, forgets.

Parade held despite rain— 
rides overhauled and re- 
painted—zoo is enlarged 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., May 24.—Last 
Saturday saw the beginning of the 
seventh annual season of Fairyland at 
Fair Park here.

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Looking Back 


By W. F. MANGELS

In Frank Bucklanrid’s Curiosities o/ 


Natural History, 1878, in the library of 

the American Museum of Public Recrea- 

tion, Coney Island, we read: 
MUMMIES 

“A friend of mine, commanding a 
trading steamer, brought back with him 
about two years ago as a speculation 
three mummies from Egypt. Immediate- 
ly on their arrival he asked me to ex- 
amine them. They were two males and 
a female, in a remarkably good state of 
preservation, their hair, nails, skin, etc 
being dry and hard like boards, and the 
features in. two of the specimens dis- 
tinctly visible. They did not appear 
even to have been wrapped in bandages, 
but submitted to the process of embalm 
ing and allowed to dry. Apparently 
they had been embalmed by the ancient 
Egyptian priest-surgeons, after the fol- 
lowing manner, as described by Hero- 
dotus: “They fill all the intestines with 
cedar oil, without either cutting into 
the abdomen or removing the viscera 
thus preventing the egress of the in- 
jected fluid, they salt the body for a 
fixed number of days, then let out the 
cedar oil which consumes the flesh, and 
the skin and bones alone remain.’ 

“In due time these mummies arrived 
at Liverpool, and the question arose 
as how to sell them to the best advan- 
tage. So the owner put it all about the 
town that some wonderful mummies had 
just arrived on board a ship in the 
docks. A showman who had an ¢xhi- 
bition in the town, came on board and 
made a low bid, which was refused 
Next day he came again with a further 
offer, which was not accepted, and the 
owner brought the mummies up to Lon- 
dor 

“The last I heard of them was from 
my friend, who had left his mummies at 
his lodgings, while he went on another 
voyage. The landlord, however, got him- 
self into trouble and had pawned the 
mummies for 10 shillings at a pawn- 
broker by the docks. 

“Readers, if you are very anxious to 
have them, there may still be a chance 
of getting mummies cheap.”

Opens June 15 


Buildings on grounds of 
Eastern States Expo. rep- 
resent Revolutionary time 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass. May 24 
Springfield will play host this summer 
to thousands of visitors attracted to 
Massachusetts by the Massachusetts Bay 
Tercentenary and to this city by the 
opening of the model Colonial Village 
on the grounds of the Eastern States 
Exposition which has been in process 
of assembly and construction for the 
last three years. 

Buildings of the Colonial Village, made 
possible thru the generosity of Mrs. 
James J. Storrow, of Boston, and the 
co-operation of the exposition manace- 
ment, are all originals of the Revolu- 
tionary period. The village will be open

Use Judges’ Stand 
or Radio Plant 


HATFIELD, Pa., May 24.--Workmen 
are busily engaged at the Montgomery 
County fairgrounds here getting things 
ready for the opening Memorial Day and 


the big summer schedule ahead. The 
judges’ stand, across from the grand 
stand, has been remodeled and will have 


the appearance of a giant radio when 
completed The roof has been raised 
three feet to house the three large pro- 
jectors and the battery of dynamic 
speakers to be used for the first time 
on opening day, 

The lower part of the stand has been 
remodeled into a studio and control 
room and all operations will be handled 
from this point with the exception of 
the racing announcements, which will 
be put into the microphones located in 
the top of the Judges’ stand. This is 
claimed to be the only installation of 
this particular type of equipment on any 
race track in the country. 

The microphones are of the same type 
and design as those used in the large 
broadcasting studios, together with the 
equipment that is used to energize or 
sensitize them, so that music or speech 
can be picked up from the studio. Two 
turntables of the same type as the the- 
ater “talkie” equipment are used, to- 
cether with the necessary controls for 
their operation, for all electrical tran- 
scription work. A specially designed ra- 
dio set is built into the system to pick 
up and send out radio programs thru the 
amplifiers.

Bright Star's Suggestion 
For Measuring Tracks 


Fred Murree, the 70-year-old skater, 
better known as Bright Star, contrib- 
utes a long article on the subject of the 
short-mile track, which question was 
raised by another vet. of the skating 
world, Harley Davidson. 

“I noticed an article in a recent 
of The Billboard by 
Says Bright Star. “I think Harley was 
the greatest all-round roller skater. He 
was always a good general in a race and 
knew when to step on it. I found him 
fair in racing, as I can remember, in 
1914, when Harley and I came together 
at the Rollaway Rink in Minneapolis on 
a 17-lap track, where he won two one- 
mile heats in 3 minutes flat. The time 
was considered the fastest made in that 
rink. It was a close finish and was wit- 
nessed by 1,200 people. who got their 
money's worth frem start to finish. I 
lost a clean race to a clean skater. 

“Now, speaking of short tracks, I will 
bear out Harley in his statement con- 
cerning measured tracks. I have been 
promoting a few roller-skating races 
with some local boys. They give me the 
number of laps to the mile and if there 
were not two stop watches I would say 
the time was wrong. Tnese boys have 
shown the time as two miles in 5:57 
and one mile in 2:56. I have seen too 
many races to believe any time like that 
can be possible by this class of skaters. 
A great many rink men don't give the 
measurement of the track a thought. 
That all goes to fooling the public. I 
find a very easy way to measure a rink 
track is to get an old tire, put a chalk 
mark on it and one on the floor, rol] the 


issue

tire along the track till the chalk mark- 


touches the floor, measure the distance 
from the first mark to the second, see 
how many turns of the tire it takes to 
go around the track, back to the starting 
chalk mark. Then add them together 
and see what you have in one lap. Next 
figure your laps till you get 5,280 feet 
and you will have a measured mile. This 
is simple and if followed will be of 
benefit to skaters as well as the public. 
Anything that is misrepresented takes 
the cleanness out of any sports. 

“IT want to thank Harley for bringing 
this subject up about short-track mea- 
surements, as I can recall several that 
are not correct. I consider Harley an 
asset to the roller skating game. Let’s 
hear from you thru The Billboard rink 
columns soon again, oldtimer.  Bil'y 
Carpenter has been absent for quite 
some time. Hope your arm is getting 
better, Billy. Let's hear from you, too, 
thru the rink column Let's help The 
3illboard’s rink editor to make this 
page a kind of family circle, as well as 
a business medium. Do it, boys, in the 
old-time way. There are only a few of 
us oldtimers left. For God's sake skate 
for health’s sake.”

If the gain in popularity shown by 
roller skating last winter means any- 
thing, rinks in amusement parks should 
be in line for a nice season’s revenue. 
Of course, we speak of rinks that are 
kept in first-class condition and have the 
best of skating equipment, not to -forget 
proper conduct. And, to our way or 
thinking, those parks which put on pro- 
fessional skating acts occasionally and 
advertise them properly will more than 
likely reap greater returns than the ones 
which have only ordinary skating. Other 
special features should also aid materi- 
ally in creating increased attendance.

channeis—“in town”, so to say—this, 
since carnivals really carry their entire 
entertainment personnels and working 
departments, etc., with them into each 
town where they exhibit, which means 
receipts for loca] business interests. An 
instance of this appreciation is shown 
in the list of licenses put into effect at 
Walnut, Ill., early this month, sections 
of which ordinance action appeared as 
follows in The Walnut (Tll.) Leader of 
recent date. 


“Be it ordained by the President and 
Board of Trustees of the Village of Wal- 
nut, Bureau County, IIL: 

“Section 1. Shows, Exhibitions, etc., 
must be licensed. No person shall 
engage or attempt to engage in the ex- 
hibition, showing, managing or per- 
forming of any circus, menagerie, car- 
avan, carnival, opera, theater, concert,

ing picture show with or without 
sound, natural or artificial curiosity, 
skating rink, dance hall or any other 
exhibition, show, entertainment or 
amusement of any kind whatsoever, 
for the participation or witnessing of 
which an admission fee is charged, 
except the same shall be given under 
the auspices of some religious or church 
organization or for some _ charitable 
or patriotic purpose, within the said 
Village of Walnut, without first being 
duly licensed therefor. 

“Section 2. License to Protect Em- 
ployees Every Jicense issued under 
and by virtue of this ordinance to any 
owner, manager or exhibitor of any of 
the aforementioned shows or exhibi- 
tions, entertainments or amusements 
shall be deemed and held to license and 
protect the applicant thereof and all 
his, her, their or its employees. 


“Section 3. Application for License. 
Any person desiring a license under 
this ordinance shall first make applica- 
tion in writing to the village clerk, 
which said application shall state the 
particular purpose or form of exhibi- 
tion or show for which said license 
ts desired and the day or days for which 
the same is desired, and shall be signed 
by the applicant; and upon the pay- 
ment in advance of the sum or sums 
of money hereinafter required for such 
license the said village clerk shall issue 
to such applicant a license, which said 
license shall state therein the purpose 
or form of exhibition or show and the 
day or gays for which said license is 
cranted, and said license shall be good 
only for the form of exhibition or show 
and for the day or days therein stated, 
provided, however, that a yearly license 


shall state the year for which it is 
taken out. 
“Section 4. License Fees. Whenever 


any person may desire to obtain a li- 
cense under and by virtue of this or- 
dinance he shall first pay to the said 
village clerk in advance for the use of 
the said Village of Walnut, the sum 
or sums sets opposite the following 
shows or exhibitions, respectively, to wit:

TWO THEATER MANAGERS, who 
operate the Allerton Theater, Aller- 
ton avenue, near White Plains avenue in 
the Bronx, were opposed to the recent 
appearance of the Frank J. Murphy 
Shows, which were located two blocks away 
from the said theater.

But, in the mean- 
time, the Murphy Shows, during this 
contention, had to lay dead for eight 
days and pay salaries to their ride help, 
due to the unscrupulous tactics of these 
theater managers.

sity of a vaudeville bill. The average 
one-act play will cause a vaudeville bill 
to double up like a jackknife. 

It is particularly hard to take an audi- 
ence convulsed with laughter at some 
clever comedian, and within a few sec- 
onds create a receptive mind for the 
thought necessary to understand a play. 
But it can be done. It will take time 
and patience, but it can come back. 

The one-act play will only become a 
factor in vaudeville again when better 
one-act plays are written—and they will 
be written when authors take the one- 
act play seriously and managers recreate 
a market for them—but not until then.

Amusement park that is not in the 
“squatter” class or a check-kiting bank 
parasite. 

In the park business you have no 
credit; the public owes you nothing un- 
til you have first opened up an account. 
This account must be credited adequate- 
ly. A flowered path may be an initial 
credit. Clean and attractive avenues and 
shaded picnic groves with nestling shel- 
ter pavilions will credit in several figures. 
A playground with facilities galore will 
run the figures up. Athletic grounds and 
auditorium features and acts all free will 
lengthen the credit columns. Seats free 
for concerts, amateur nights, fiddlers’ 
contests, minstrels and choruses, and you 
have an-*account on which you may 
draw. Having a drawing account upon 
the public, you may then approach the 
teller’s window with a firm step. Then 
may you in good grace invite the public 
to refresh and regale at your booths. 
You need then have no hesitancy in 
heralding the merits of your rides and 
the riches of your castles of mystery. 
You are not a “squatter” and have an 
earned credit for a rainy day, and you 
may mingle with contented and happy 
throngs, knowing that all’s well. 

Keep your park of drinking water 


purity for the youth, and you need not 
fear the class of patrons of sterner years. 
There is a mighty purging process ex- 
tant—with the public dance, the screen 
and vaudeville. Even in offering in our 
parks, free acts, it requires scrutiny and 
censoring to forestall the cropping out 
of back-wash suds of filth that beset 
the average vaudeville bill, before the 
eliminator began working effectively. 
Today a lot of misled and misguided 
purveyors of acts are batting their eyes 
like toads in a hailstorm, wondering 
what has happened. Some splendid, 
clean and artful acts were carried down 
ruthlessly in the grim maelstrom of 
public disapproval 

Who has not " observed and been 


thrilled, on a rare occasion, by a maiden 
fair, tripping gayly before the foot- 
lights, while spiritedly singing Dirie at- 
tuned to its strains of stirring vigor? 
The loud acclaim of swelling applause 
that shook the house seems never to have 
registered at the seat of production or 
in the inner sanctum of audition that 
sponsor for weal or woe. Instead there 
were ushered forth increasing numbers 
of silly, suggestive slime, engendered in 
obscenity that struck home only with 
a class of patrons who in other days 
were habitues of livery stables and barn- 
yards. Well, it has happened. A swift 
retribution has been decreed. 

The lesson of Amos and Andy in simple, 
untalented, commonplace roles com- 
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manding an amazing popular favor is 
significant. A handwriting is on the 
wall. Ample warning is served upon al! 
who seek public plaudits, whether from 
the stage, screen, tent, field or park, that 
there shall be talent with cleanliness. 
The water of the pool shall be of drink- 
ing purity. 


The amusement park world, following 
true to its enacted code of service and 
creed of inspiration, shall, with its 
standard aloft, lead on in developing 
new avenues for public weal and appro- 
bation. No more a squatter, but a firmly 
entrenched community fixture, with 
water of drinking purity.

Following the career of John Bill 
Ricketts in America, the author of that 
rare book, The Circus, together with 
clippings from The Philadelphia Gazette, 
The Columbian Sentinel, The Daily Ad- 
vertiser and The Massachusetts Mercury, 
publications representing Philadelphia, 
New York and Boston; also The Hartford 
(Conn.) Courant, gives to circus history 
the interesting facts that Ricketts’ ex- 
hibitions in the cities named gave to 
the circus patrons of 1792 and succeed- 
ing years some eque#trian feats of skill 
that we Americans of the 20th Century 
would give a rousing reception. 


After New York, Boston and Hartford 
engagements, in the summer of 1795, 
Ricketts returned to Philadelphia; his 
new building, the “Art Pantheon and 
Amphitheater’, had been completed at 
the southwest corner of Sixth and 
Chestnut streets. It was opened to the 
public October 19, 1795. This new cir- 
cular building had an outer wall 18 feet 
high, surmounted by a conical roof, the 
apex of which was 50 feet from the 
ground: the diameter of the building 
inside the walls was 97 feet; a large 
chandelier hung from the center point 
of the roof. The opening performance 
in the new Amphitheater was with al- 
most the same troupe of performers that 
had been with him the previous year 
Ricketts’ equestrian, feats and his somer- 
sault leaps were the features of the pro- 
gram. Sig Spinnacuta and his wife had 
returned; she rode two horses at full 
gallop while the Polander Dwarf, adver- 
tised as the “Warsaw Wonder”, darted 
thru the “blazing sun” fire hoop 


New features presented as outstanding 
acts in the new building were Ricketts’ 
throwing a somersault over the heads of 
30 men (a leaping act which would 
amaze circus fans of this generation): 
he also rode two horses at a full gallop, 
leaping over a garter or ribbon 12 feet 
high; following that thrill by riding the 
same two horses with each foot on a 
quart mug standing loose on the sad- 


dles, then would mount the shoulders 
of two riders, each on a separate horse, 
forming a pyramid of horses and men 15 
feet in height, and would circle the ring 
at a full gallop. Young Ricketts, emu- 
lating his father, would leap over a 
spiked bar and would ride around the 
ring standing on his head balanced on 
a pint mug: he would also dismount 
blindfolded, pick up a watch and re- 
mount. A trained-horse act was also 
given much praise in the published com. 
ments by The Philadelphia Gazette. The 
high-jumping hcrse, named for the old 
Seneca chief. “Cornplanter”’, was de- 
scribed as 16-hands high, a beautiful 
equine, and could make a flying leap 
over another horse of the same height. 
One of the Bierstadt Artotype illustra- 
tions, descriptive of Ricketts’ perform- 
ances, shows “Cornplanter” making a fly- 
ing leap over the back of “Silva”, an- 
other of the trick horses. 


Early in March, 1797, Ricketts an- 
nounced to New York that his newly 
erected Amphitheater on Greenwich 


street, in the rear of his former location, 
was ready to open with exhibitions daily, 
commencing at a quarter to 6 o'clock 
p.m. Tickets were on sale during the 
day, after 10 am. The price of admis- 
sion was cight shillings for boxes, six 
shillings for upper tiers of boxes, and 
four shillings for pit The first per- 
formance of the 1797 engagement was 
on March 16. The two Ricketts, father 
and son; Thomas Franklin, a clown from 
the Royal Circus of London: Master 
Franklin and Master Hutchins were fea- 
tured in the advance announcement. 


Ricketts gave exhiibtions as far north 
as Albany that year and the next, and 
again advertised an engagement to be= 
gin in his New York building Thursday. 
December 6, 1798. when stoves were 
placed in the different parts of the cir 
cus to keep it comfortable. The New 
York City Directory carried his name 
and amphitheater until 1799. The close 
of the efforts of this old-time manager 
in this country came with the destruc- 
tion of his Philadelphia building by fire 
December 17, 1799. The loss, estimated 
at. $20,000, so depressed the old showman 
that he started soon after for England 
on a vessel which foundered at sea.
